My  Lord  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  Health,  'Vital  Statistics, 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  City  of  Kingston  upon  Hull  for  the  year  1947. 
My  report  upon  the  School  Health  Service  is  also  incorporated  herewith,  in 
accordance  with  previous  practice. 

The  birth-rate  of  26-8  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  the  highest  since  the 
year  1920,  and  the  death-rate  (12-3  per  1,000  of  the  population)  remained  low. 

Generally,  mortality  rates,  remained  at  average  levels,  as  shown  in  my 
Summary  of  the  Principal  Vital  Statistics.  It  is,  however,  my  particular  pleasure 
to  direct  your  attention  to  the  Neo-Natal  and  Maternal  Mortality  rates,  each  of 
which  is  the  lowest  on  record  for  the  city,  viz.: 

Neo-Natal  Mortality  (deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one 

month  per  1 ,000  live  births)  ....  • ....  19-7 

Maternal  Mortality  (maternal  deaths  per  1 ,000  live  births)  ....  0-64 

The  low  rate  of  maternal  mortality  for  the  year  under  review  is  very  gratifying. 
Until  a few  years  ago  the  maternal  mortality  rate  remained  consistently  high. 
The  reduction  to  less  than  half  of  the  previous  rate  can  be  attributed  to  improve- 
ment in  the  midwifery  service  and  to  the  application  of  modern  methods  in  the 
treatment  of  septic  conditions. 

The  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases 
was  mainly  due  to  the  greater  incidence  of  measles.  Of  the  principal  notifiable 
infectious  diseases,  there  were  increases  in  the  notification  rates  of  scarlet  fever 
. (increase  0*97)  and  measles  (4-31)  ; reductions  were  diphtheria  (0-25),  cerebro- 
spinal fever  (0*01),  erysipelas  (0-06)  and  whooping  cough  (IT 7). 

With  regard  to  the  outbreak  of  acute  poliomyelitis,  widespread  throughout 
the  country,  which  affected  Kingston  upon  Hull  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year,  and 
full  details  of  which  are  given  in  the  relevant  part  of  this  report,  I would  like  to 
express  my  warmest  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  all  who  contributed  to  combat 
and  arrest  this  disease. 
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The  difficulty  in  obtaining  nursing  staff  continued,  and  resulted  in  further 
hospital  accommodation  being  closed,  particularly  in  respect  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Sanatorium.  To  meet  the  emergency  increasing  use  is  being  made  of  part-time 
nurses  and  ward  orderlies. 

During  the  year  1947  preparatory  work  in  respect  of  the  great  changes  to  be 
effected  by  the  implementation  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  proceeded 
with  the  minimum  of  delay. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  report  I have  had  the  unfailing  service  of  a loyal 
and  enthusiastic  staff.

From  the  point  of  view  of  staffing,  the  year  1947  was  an  interim  period  between 
the  war  years  and  the  introduction  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.  With 
the  release  of  medical  officers  from  H.M.  Forces,  however,  the  opportunity  was 
taken  to  reorganise  the  medical  establishments  of  the  Anlaby  Road  and  the 
Beverley  Road  Hospitals,  in  order  to  meet  present-day  requirements.  One  Senior 
Chief  Assistant  for  Surgery,  one  Senior  Chief  Assistant  for  Medicine  and  an 
Anaesthetist,  were  appointed  to  each  Hospital,  whilst  a Pathologist  was  appointed 
for  combined  duties  at  both  Hospitals. 

Mr.  A.  Marshall  retired  from  the  service  of  the  Department  on  the  31st  May, 
1947.  He  commenced  his  career  with  the  Sculcoates  Board  of  Guardians  in  1911, 
and,  when  the  Poor  Law  Institutions  were  transferred  to  the  Local  Authority  on 
the  1st  April,  1930,  he  held  the  post  of  Assistant  Master  of  the  Beverley  Road 
Institution.  On  the  retirement  of  Mr.  W.  R.  Stedman  from  the  position  of  Master 
at  the  Beverley  Road  Institution  in  1934,  Mr.  Marshall  was  promoted  to  the 
position.  Mr.  Marshall  was  prominently  associated  with  the  Health  Department’s 
social  activities  and  was  President  of  the  Hull  Works  Fire  Brigade  Association. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I have  to  record  the  sudden  death,  on  the  27th  November, 
1947,  of  Mr.  W.  R.  Hill,  Senior  Housing  Inspector.  Mr.  Hill  joined  the  staff  of  the 
Department  as  an  Assistant  Housing  Inspector  in  1931  and  was  promoted  Senior 
Housing  Inspector  in  1938.  He  was  a past  Chairman  of  the  Hull  and  East  Riding 
Branch  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Association,  and  a member  of  the  Council  of 
the  Hull  Guild  of  Building.  He  brought  to  his  work  a wide  experience  of  housing 
and  town  planning,  particularly  of  the  manifold  problems  associated  with  slum 
clearance  and  overcrowding.  His  sympathy  with  the  lot  of  the  less  fortunate 
citizens  characterised  all  his  work,  and  permeated  his  evidence  at  public  housing 
enquiries,  where  he  was  an  ideal  witness.  By  his  death  Hull  lost  a highly  efficient 
technical  officer,  whilst  his  colleagues  in  the  Department  lost  a loyal  and  sincere 
friend.

Deaths  from  Road  Vehicular  Accidents.  The  Coroner  has  been  good  enough  to 
supply  the  following  information  on  the  fatal  road  accidents  which  occurred  in  his 
area  during  1947. 


39  inquests  were  held  in  connection  with  fatal  accidents  due  to  the  use  of  a 
vehicle  in  a street  or  “ public  highway  ”.  Of  this  number,  35  were  in  respect  of 
accidents  which  occurred  in  Hull  and  4 in  regard  to  accidents  outside  the  city 
boundary. 
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A summary  of  the  facts  established  in  the  35  local  cases  is  as  follows  : — 


Pedestrians  (22) — 8 knocked  down  whilst  crossing  the  road,  by  motor 
car,  3;  motor  van,  1 ; motor  lorry,  1 ; omnibus,  2;  trolley  bus,  1.  10

The  remaining  2 cases  were  of  a child  knocked  down  by  electric  van 
whilst  playing  on  the  road,  and  an  elderly  woman  knocked  down  whilst 
walking  on  the  footpath  by  a motor  car  which  skidded  due  to  the  icy  condition 
of  the  road.

METEOROLOGY 


Meteorological  records  are  kept  by  the  General  Superintendent  of  Parks  at  a 
Climatological  Station  in  Pearson  Park.  Readings  are  taken  twice  daily  at  9 a.m. 
and  9 p.m.  Hull  has  a lower  rainfall  than  most  parts  of  England,  and  in  1947 
it  was  again  low,  being  18-94  inches.  There  were  1,390  hours  of  bright  sunshine, 
compared  with  1,302  in  1946  ; an  increase  of  88  hours.  The  number  of  days  on 
which  rain  fell  was  186,  and  there  were  278  sunny  and  87  sunless  days.  The  pre- 
vailing wind  was  from  the  south-west. 


Particulars  of  the  meteorological  readings  will  be  found  in  Table  IV. 


POPULATION 


Census.  At  the  Census  taken  on  the  26th  April,  1931,  the  number  of  persons 
enumerated  in  the  city  was  313,544  (152,632  males  and  160,912  females),  as  against 
290,681  in  1921. 


As  indicated  in  the  footnote  on  page  1 1 of  this  report,  the  Census  population, 
1931  (313,544)  was,  from  the  1st  April,  1935,  increased  by  105  persons  to  313,649 
(152,689  males  and  160,960  females)  under  the  County  of  York,  East  Riding  Review 
Order,  1935.

The  total  hospital  beds  available  in  and  outside  the 
city  for  Hull  residents  is  3,417,  and  includes  those  at  general  and  special  hospitals, 
and  in  Public  Assistance,  Maternity,  Tuberculosis,  Fever  and  Mental  Hospitals. 
A summary  of  hospital  accommodation  is  given  in  Table  VI. 


Owing  to  prevailing  circumstances,  it  was  not  possible  to  increase  the  bed 
accommodation  at  the  voluntary  or  municipal  hospitals,  and  the  demand  for 
hospital  treatment  could  not  be  fully  met.  The  shortage  of  nursing  staff  was  the 
chief  factor  in  restricting  the  extent  to  which  the  available  accommodation  could 
be  utilised.

2.  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service.  ( See  pages  42  and  45.). 

48  District  Midwives  were  employed  by  the  Corporation  of  whom  7, 
under  whose  supervision  19  pupil  midwives  took  their  district  training,  reside 
at  33  Albion  Street.  2 were  resident  in  an  additional  District  Midwives' 
Hostel  at  1123  Hessle  High  Road,  which  was  opened  on  the  1st  November, 

1947. 
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3.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  home. 

The  Hull  Jubilee  District  Nursing  Association  employs  a staff  of 
1 superintendent,  1 assistant  superintendent  and  23  nurses.  They  attend 
infectious  cases  by  agreement  with  the  Corporation  for  which  an  annual 
payment  of  £150  is  made. 


The  total  number -of  cases  attended  by  the  nurses  during  1947  was  2,463 
and  the  number  of  visits  paid  86,065  ; the  number  of  cases  attended  on  the 
recommendations  of  the  Corporation  was  327  and  the  number  of  visits  4,053. 


In  addition,  the  nurses  visit  the  homes  of  diabetics,  on  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary,  the  Diabetic  Clinic  (Anlaby  Road 
Hospital)  and  private  practitioners,  as  well  as  on  the  personal  application  of 
the  patients  themselves,  for  the  periodical  injection  of  insulin.  The  number  of 
visits  made  for  this  special  purpose  during  1947  was  30,340. 


CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  LABORATORIES 

The  chemical  and  bacteriological  work  undertaken  in  the  City  Laboratories 
m 1947  is  the  subject  of  a separate  report  by  the  City  Analyst  and  Acting  City 
Bacteriologist,  D.  J.  T.  Bagnall,  Esq.,  A.C.G.F.C.,  F.R.I.C. 


The  samples  examined  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation  in  the  chemical  depart- 
ment totalled  9,016,  including  2,678  submitted  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
and  4,469  pathological  specimens  for  biochemical  examination  submitted  mainly 
by  the  Corporation  Hospitals.

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AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

Ambulances  are  provided  by  the  Health  Department  for  the  removal  of 
patients  to  the  hospitals  under  the  control  of  the  Local  Authority.  This  service 
is,  in  practically  all  instances,  free  of  charge  to  residents  of  the  city,  but  where  a 
patient  lives  in  an  area  outside  the  city  a charge  for  the  use  of  an  ambulance  is 
made  to  the  local  authority  concerned. 

The  infectious  diseases  ambulance  service,  garaged  at  the  Disinfecting  Station, 
Scarborough  Street,  provides  four  ambulances,  and  in  addition  there  are  two  vans, 
one  for  the  collection  of  infected  bedding  and  the  other  for  the  return  of  the  articles 
after  disinfection.  Two  other  vans  are  in  use  for  general  transport  work  in 
connection  with  hospitals,  clinics,  nurseries,  etc. 

The  Institution  Hospitals  ambulance  service,  which  operates  from  the  Anlaby 
Road  Institution,  provides  three  ambulances  for  patients  admitted  to  the  Anlaby 
Road  and  Beverley  Road  Hospitals.  A motor  hearse  is  also  available  for  funerals 
from  the  Institutions,  or  elsewhere,  undertaken  by  the  Social  Welfare  Committee. 

A general  ambulance  service  provides  two  ambulances  for  the  removal  of 
maternity  patients  to  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home,  two  vehicles  for  the  transport 
of  infants  to  and  from  the  nurseries,  and  three  sitting-case  cars  for  conveying 
patients  to  and  from  hospitals  and  clinics.  Seven  female  ambulance  driver- 
attendants  are  employed  in  this  service. 

The  Health  Department  operates  a maintenance  garage  for  the  repair  and 
servicing  of  all  motor  vehicles  used  by  the  Department. 

PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE— SOCIAL  WELFARE 

The  Anlaby  Road  and  Beverley  Road  Institutions  and  Hospitals  transferred 
to  the  City  Council  under  the  provisions  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  are 
administered  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Owing  to  the  continued  inability  to  obtain  a full  complement  of  nursing  staff 
it  was  not  possible  to  meet  all  the  demands  made  on  the  hospital  services.  Intensive 
efforts  to  stimulate  the  recruitment  of  nurses  led  to  little  improvement  in  the 
situation. 

The  arrangements  for  the  admission  of  members  of  the  Hull  Voluntary 
Hospitals  Contributory  Scheme  and  their  dependants  continued  throughout  the 
year,  2,871  such  persons  being  admitted  in  1947. 

Specialist  Treatment  in  Outside  Hospitals.  Patients  in  the  Institution  Hospitals 
recommended  for  specialist  treatment  which  was  not  available  in  the  city,  were 
transferred  to  Leeds,  Sheffield  or  Manchester  for  neuro-surgery,  thoracic  surgery 
or  plastic  surgery.  During  the  year,  21  cases  were  afforded  treatment  at  the  special 
departments  at  the  St.  James’  Hospital,  Leeds  ; Fulwood  Annexe,  Sheffield  ; 
Pinder  Fields  Hospital,  Wakefield  ; and  th*  Royal  Infirmary,  Manchester. 
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Pathological  Laboratories.  As  a result  of  representations  made  by  the  Honorary 
Pathologist  of  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary  regretting  his  inability  to  continue 
pathological  work  for  the  Municipal  Hospitals,  preparations  were  made  throughout 
1947  for  establishing  a pathological  laboratory  at  each  of  the  Anlaby  Road  and 
Beverley  Road  Hospitals.  In  June,  1947,  Dr.  J.  Shillitoe  was  appointed  as 
Pathologist  to  the  Corporation,  to  be  directly  responsible  for  the  equipping  of  the 
laboratories  and  for  the  staff,  to  be  engaged  when  the  laboratories  were  completed. 


Anlaby  Road  Institution 

House.  This  Institution  has  accommodation  for  95  men  and  45  women.  The 
number  of  persons  in  the  house  on  the  1st  January,  1947,  was  118,  and  on  the 
31st  December,  1947,  118. 

Admissions  to  the  Institution  during  the  year  numbered  234  compared  with 
206  and  171  in  1946  and  1945  respectively.  The  daily  average  number  of  inmates 
in  the  house  in  1947  was  117  and  the  aggregate  number  of  days  during  which  they 
were  resident  was  42,709. 

The  Corporation  was  responsible  for  the  burial  of  69  persons  who  died  in  the 
Institution  during  1947.

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Throughout  the  year  certain  cases  treated  with  radium  at  the  Anlaby  Road 
Hospital  were  re-examined  at  appropriate  intervals  at  the  hospital  and  kept  under 
careful  observation.  25  new  patients  were  registered  for  this  purpose  during  1947  , 
there  were  13  deaths,  and  the  total  number  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  41.  110  re-examinations  were  made  and  21  patients  were  re-admitted  to  the 
hospital  for  further  treatment. 

Diabetic  Clinic.  446  attendances  were  made  by  diabetics  at  the  weekly  clinic 
held  at  the  Anlaby  Road  Institution  Hospital,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  46  persons  on  the  register.  6 commenced  attendance  during  the  year  for 
supervision.  Dr.  D.  C.  Muir  is  the  consultant  in  charge  of  the  clinic.  4 he  facilities 
are  limited  to  those  Social  Welfare  cases  in  receipt  of  medical  assistance. 

The  clinic  facilities  also  include  specialist  supervision  of  pernicious  anaemia 
patients,  and  during  1947,  6 persons  attended  for  this  purpose. 

Beverley  Road  Institution 

House.  There  is  accommodation  at  this  Institution  for  300  men  and  175 
women,  but  the  actual  number  of  beds  available  on  the  31st  Dec.embei,  1947,  was 
150— men,  90  ; women,  60.  On  the  1st  January,  1947,  there  were  143  persons, 
excluding  casuals,  in  the  Institution,  and  on  the  31  sc  December,  1947,  151  persons 
were  accommodated.  There  were  176  admissions  to  the  Institution  in  1947 
compared  with  131  in  1946  and  130  in  1945.  The  daily  average  number  of  inmates 
in  the  house  was  123,  and  the  aggregate  number  of  days  during  which  they  were 
resident  there  was  44,898. 

During  the  year,  34  burials  took  place  from  the  Beverley  Road  Institution  at 
the  expense  of  the  Corporation. 

Children  s Homes.  The  Children’s  Homes  temporarily  established  at  the 
Reighton  Hall,  near  Filey,  provide  accommodation  for  30  children  under  3 years 
of  age,  and  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Master  and  Matron  of  the  Beverley 
Road  Institution.  During  1947,  42  children  were  admitted  and  there  were  24 
children  in  residence  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Casuals.  The  only  casual  wards  in  the  city  were  provided  at  the  Beverley 
Road  Institution,  but  these  have  remained  closed  since  October,  1939.  In  1947, 
1,037  male  and  27  female  casuals,  seeking  assistance,  were  accommodated  in  the 
ordinary  “ house  ” wards.  20  were  transferred  to  hospital  for  treatment,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  there  were  15  in  the  Institution. 

The  City  Council  is  represented  on  the  Yorkshire  Casual  Poor  Assistance 
Authority. 

Hospital.  Accommodation  in  the  house  has  been  adapted  for  the  nursing  of 
senile  chronic  patients  in  order  to  compensate  for  the  loss  of  75  hospital  beds 
through  damage  caused  by  enemy  air  attack  in  March,  1941.

Social  Welfare  Medical  Assistance 

For  the  purpose  of  providing  medical  assistance  the  city  is  divided  into  10 
districts,  7 districts  are  served  by  medical  officers  and  3 districts  by  the  Domiciliary 
Medical  Service,  comprising  a panel  of  medical  practitioners. 

Dr.  C.  J.  Massey,  Medical  Officer  for  the  No.  7 District,  terminated  his  appoint- 
ment on  the  31st  March,  1947.  Having  regard  to  the  reduced  population  in  this 
district  and  in  view  of  the  pending  introduction  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946,  a successor  to  Dr.  Massey  was  not  appointed.  Dr.  A.  M.  Boyne,  Medical 
Officer,  No.  6 District,  agreed  to  undertake  also  the  duties  in  No.  7 D'strict. 
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The  Domiciliary  Medical  Service  commenced  in  one  district  in  January,  1942 
and,  as  opportunity  occurred,  it  was  extended  to  other  districts.  Provision  is  made 
for  free  choice  of  doctor  by  the  patient  and  medical  practitioners  are  paid  a fee 
of  6/3d.  per  quarter  for  each  patient  attended.  During  1947,  424  applicants  for 
temporary  domiciliary  medical  assistance  were  attended  by  medical  practitioners 
in  the  3 districts,  and  1 ,737  persons  were  on  the  permanent  medical  lists  for  these 
districts. 

All  prescriptions  are  dispensed  by  private  chemists  at  National  Health 
Insurance  rates. 

Surgical  Appliances,  Spectacles,  Dentures,  etc.  The  scheme  for  the  provision 
of  surgical  appliances,  spectacles,  dentures,  etc.,  continued  to  be  operated  through 
the  interavailability  of  the  clinic  services.

The  Committee  also  granted  payment  of  part  cost  of  dentures,  etc.,  in  a number 
of  cases  in  which  the  remainder  of  the  cost  was  being  provided  by  the  Society  from 
which  the  applicant  was  entitled  to  benefit. 


GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Open  Spaces.  A return  prepared  by  the  General  Superintendent  of  Parks,  etc., 
shows  that  there  are  in  the  city  and  immediately  adjoining  it,  approximately 
756  acres  of  Public  Parks,  Gardens,  Recreation  Grounds  and  open  spaces  owned 
by  the  Corporation  ; and  particulars  kindly  furnished  by  the  Director  of  Education 
indicate  other  open  spaces  to  include  sites  controlled  by  the  Education  Committee 
and  prepared  for  school  playing  fields,  of  an  area  of  234  acres.  Additional  sites 
not  prepared  for  this  purpose  total  66  acres.  The  land  owned  or  tenanted  by  the 
Corporation  and  used  for  public  allotments  is  278  acres,  including  54  acres  used 
for  war-time  allotments.  As  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  importance  to  the 
public  health  of  developing  facilities  for  open-air  recreation  cannot  be  over-rated. 

Public  Baths,  Wash-houses,  etc.  The  total  attendances  at  the  public  swimming, 
slipper,  electro-medical  and  vapour  baths  and  public  wash-houses  during  1947  was 
730,517,  compared  with  723,355  in  1946. 
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The  10  public  swimming  baths  are  all  equipped  with  modern  nitration  and 
purification  plants  which  ensure  the  water  being  kept  in  satisfactory  condition. 
There  was  a slight  decrease  in  admissions  to  the  swimming  baths,  which  may  have 
been  due  to  the  prevalence  of  infantile  paralysis  during  the  summer,  but  this  was 
offset  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of  children  attending  for  instruction  from  the 
schools. 

In  addition  to  the  Corporation  public  baths,  there  is  a privately  owned  pool 
belonging  to  Messrs.  Reckitts  Ltd.,  and  also  one  at  the  Newland  Orphan  Homes. 

City  Mortuary.  The  public  mortuary  is  situated  in  a disused  burial  ground  in 
Castle  Street.  Attached  is  a properly  equipped  post-mortem  room  for  the  use  of 
medical  practitioners,  in  which  545  post-mortem  examinations  were  carried  out  in 
1947. 

Inquests  were  held  at  the  Coroner’s  Court,  Guildhall.

Cremation.  The  Crematorium  is  on  a site  adjoining  the  Hedon  Road  Cemetery. 
It  was  the  first  Municipal  Crematorium  in  the  country  and  was  opened  on  the 
2nd  January,  1901,  the  first  cremation  taking  place  on  the  7th  January  of  the 
same  year. 
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Since  the  14th  November,  1939,  no  fee  has  been  charged  by  the  Corporation 
in  respect  of  the  cremation  of  the  remains  of  Hull  residents. 

Comparatively  few  people  are  aware  of  the  great  advance  made  in  the  practice 
of  cremation  during  recent  years,  not  only  in  this  country  but  all  over  Europe, 
where  the  centralisation  of  the  population  in  large  towns  and  the  changing  condi- 
tions of  modern  life  demand  a more  hygienic  and  economic  mode  of  disposal  as  a 
substitute  for  earth  burial. 

In  Kingston  upon  Hull  the  number  of  cremations  has  more  than  doubled 
since  1938,  when  301  cremations  took  place  : —

WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND 

Under  the  Blind  Persons  Acts,  1920  and  1938,  the  City  Council  is  responsible 
for  the  administration  of  financial  assistance  to  the  indigent  blind,  whilst  the 
workshop  instruction  and  employment  are  undertaken  by  the  Hull  and  East 
Riding  Institute  for  the  Blind. 

The  Secretary  and  Manager  of  the  Hull  and  East  Riding  Institute  for  the 
Blind  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  information  : — 

There  were  630  registered  blind  persons  within  the  city  as  compared  with  594 
at  the  31st  March,  1947.

Employment  and  Instruction.  The  registered  blind  are  assisted  and  supervised 
by  5 Home  Teachers  (2  male  and  3 female),  who  devote  the  whole  of  their  time  to 
the  work. 

4,427  visits  to  the  homes  of  the  blind  were  made  during  the  year  by  the  Home 
Teachers. 

During  1947,  100  applicants  for  benefits  due  to  the  Blind  under  the  Blind 
Persons  Acts  were  examined  by  ophthalmic  surgeons.  Of  these,  83  were  found  to 
be  blind  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  and  17  were  not  blind.  The  corresponding 
figures  for  1946  were  81  applicants  of  whom  61  were  blind.

Most  of  the  material  for  this  section  has  been  supplied  by  Dr.  Helen  Standring, 
the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  charge  of  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Department. 


Maternal  Deaths.  The  number  of  maternal  deaths  registered  during  the  year 
was  5,  compared  with  13  in  1946.  The  maternal  mortality  rates  were  as  follows  : —

during  1947  and  forwarded  to  the  Maternal  Mortality  Committee  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health.

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Midwives’  Acts,  In  accordance  with  Section  10,  Midwives’  Act,  1902,  96 
midwives  and  1 maternity  nurse  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  in  Hull, 
compared  with  99  midwives  and  1 maternity  nurse  in  1946.  4 midwives  removed 
from  the  district  and  6 resigned,  leaving  86  midwives  and  1 maternity  nurse  on  the 
list  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


In  addition  to  2,086  births  which  were  delivered  during  the  year  in  institutions 
and  private  nursing  homes,  5,223  were  attended  by  the  Municipal  Domiciliary 
Midwives  and  355  were  attended  by  midwives  in  private  practice.  The  Municipal 
Domiciliary  Midwives  attended  3,259  cases  as  midwives  and  1,964  as  maternity 
nurses.  Midwives  in  private  practice  attended  24  cases  as  midwives  and  331  as 
maternity  nurses.  Accordingly,  the  5,223  cases  attended  by  the  Municipal 
Domiciliary  Midwives  represent  68-2  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  cases  delivered 
in  the  city,  and  95-4  per  cent  of  the  total  number  delivered  in  patients’  own  homes. 


Calling  in  of  Medical  Aid.  By  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board, 
midwives  are  required  to  send  for  medical  aid  under  conditions  and  for  reasons 
which  are  definitely  specified.  Medical  aid  was  summoned  in  1,758  cases.  In  1,370 
cases,  medical  help  was  required  for  the  mother  alone,  and  in  388  cases  for  the 
child  alone. 


Medical  Fees.  During  the  year,  1,597  claims  for  payment  were  received  from 
general  medical  practitioners,  and  the  total  amount  paid  on  these  claims  was 
£2,053  17s.  6d.

MUNICIPAL  MATERNITY  HOME 

The  Municipal  Maternity  Home,  Hedon  Road,  is  being  used  to  capacity 
owing  to  the  great  demands  for  accommodation.  At  the  present  time,  because  so 
many  applications  have  to  be  rejected,  preference  is  given  to  cases  where  home 
conditions  are  unfavourable  for  confinement,  as  well  as  to  abnormal  and 
complicated  cases.

Applications  for  admission  are  made  at  the  Ante-natal  Clinics.  All  women 
who  have  been  accepted  for  admission  attend  the  New  Cross  Street  Maternity 
Centre  for  ante-natal  supervision.  Also,  patients  who  engage  the  services  of  a 
municipal  midwife,  and  who  do  not  receive  ante-natal  care  from  their  own  doctors, 
are  advised  to  attend  the  Corporation  Ante-natal  Clinic,  where  their  midwife  will 
accompany  them  to  see  the  Medical  Officer.  This  ensures  the  midwife  having  full 
knowledge  of  her  patient’s  condition. 
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Owing  to  a widespread  mystery  epidemic  of  a disease  suspected  to  be  a form 
of  gastro-enteritis,  affecting  babies  in  maternity  homes  throughout  the  country, 
the  Hull  Municipal  Maternity  Home  was  closed  to  visitors  on  the  17th  December, 
1946,  and  a few  days  later  admissions  were  temporarily  suspended.  Although  there 
were  no  definite  cases  of  the  illness  the  home  remained  closed,  as  a precautionary 
measure,  until  the  6th  January,  1947.

Isolation  Wards.  These  4 wards,  each  one  of  which  contains  2 beds  and  is 
self-contained,  have  proved  to  be  of  great  value. 

Fees . Patients  who  can  pay  £ 3 3s.  per  week  are  admitted  without  enquiry 
concerning  their  financial  position.  If  they  cannot  pay  this  they  are  assessed  in 
accordance  with  a scale.  Patients  are  conveyed  to  the  Maternity  Home  by 
ambulance  without  any  additional  charge. 


“ Westerland  ” Infants’  Hospital.  In  1947  the  hospital  was  used  exclusively 
for  children  under  5 years  of  age  suffering  from  dietetic  disorders. 


During  the  year  41  children  were  admitted,  the  total  patient-days  being  3,412  ; 
4 deaths  of  infants  occurred. 
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Midwifery  Training  Schools.  At  the  Part  I Training  School  at  the  Municipal 
Maternity  Home,  14  pupils  were  successful  in  passing  the  Central  Midwives'  Board 
Examination,  including  3 who  failed  at  the  first  sitting. 

At  the  Part  II  Training  School,  which  is  wholly  domiciliary  and  conducted 
from  the  Albion  Street  Midwifery  Centre,  21  pupils  were  successful  in  passing  the 
Central  Midwives’  Board  Examination,  including  2 who  failed  at  the  first  sitting.

Among  the  4,986  women  who  attended  the  Ante-natal  Clinics  there  were  2 
maternal  deaths  and  2 deaths  associated  with  pregnancy. 


A special  treatment  clinic  for  patients  suffering  from  non- venereal  vaginal 
discharge  is  held  at  the  Central  Maternity  Clinic  on  Monday  mornings  for  ante-natal 
and  post-natal  patients. 


Post-natal  Clinic . A post-natal  clinic  is  held  at  the  Central  Maternity  Clinic 
for  mothers  who  were  confined  at  the  Maternity  Home.  A session  was  held  each 
week,  a doctor  from  the  Maternity  Home  being  in  attendance.  There  were  1,274 
attendances. 
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Post-natal  patients  delivered  in  their  own  homes  are  encouraged  to  attend 
for  examination  at  the  Ante-natal  Clinic  they  attended  during  pregnancy.  There 
were  102  attendances  during  the  year. 

Gynaecological  Clinic.  This  Clinic  is  held  at  the  New  Cross  Street  Maternity 
Centre  on  Friday  mornings.  .

58  new  applications  and  69  renewals  for  the  supply  of  accessories  were  received  ; 

all  were  granted. 

Maternity  Bags.  Maternity  bags  containing  the  bed-linen  and  clothing 
necessary  for  use  during  confinement  are  stored  at  the  Maternity  Centre  and  lent 
to  necessitous  mothers. 


Sterilised  Maternity  Outfits.  The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  maintain  a stock  of  sterilised  outfits. 
Practising  midwives  may  obtain  them  on  application  to  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Department,  at  the  Guildhall,  at  the  cost  price  of  6s.  lOd.  each,  and  they 
are  asked  to  recommend  them  for  the  use  of  those  patients  who  have  difficulty  in 
obtaining  a proper  supply  of  sterilised  material.  The  Municipal  Midwives  at  the 
Midwives’  Centre,  Albion  Street.,  who  attend  cases  in  the  poorest  homes  in  the  city, 
may  use  a sterilised  outfit  whenever  it  is  considered  necessary  for  the  safety  of  the 
patient  ; 69  were  purchased  by  patients. 


Provision  of  Dentures.  The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  dentures  for  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  has  been  continued.  A few  of  the  mothers  do  not  appreciate 
the  importance  of  skilled  attention  to  the  teeth  during  pregnancy,  with  the  result 
that  they  fail  to  keep  appointments  made  for  them  with  the  dental  officer. 
Fortunately  a large  number  of  mothers  do  realise  the  importance  of  dental  care,  not 
only  for  themselves,  but  also  for  their  babies,  and  the  department  is  encouraged 
to  maintain  the  facilities  provided. 


Extractions  are  done  by  one  of  the  Dental  Officers  attached  to  the  School 
Health  Service,  and  dentures  are  fitted  and  provided  by  members  of  the  panel  of 
practising  dentists  in  the  city  who  have  agreed  to  co-operate  in  the  scheme.

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  208  applications  for  dentures.  26  were 
refused  because  of  failure  to  attend  for  dental  treatment  ; 1 applicant  was  found 
to  be  entitled  to  dental  benefit  through  an  Approved  Society  ; 125  did  not  proceed 
with  their  applications.  The  number  of  dentures  supplied  was  56,  at  an  average 
cost  of  £6  6s.  8d.  The  average  assessment  was  £5  11s.  lid. 


Home  Helps.  Part-time  home  helps  were  employed  to  attend  maternity  cases 
although  in  exceptional  circumstances  the  service  has  been  granted  to  cases  where 
there  were  children  under  5 years  of  age  to  be  cared  for  owing  to  their  mothers 
being  ill.  During  the  year  311  cases  were  attended  by  63  home  helps. 

The  usual  period  for  which  the  services  of  a home  help  are  granted  is  14  days. 
The  average  for  the  311  cases  attended  was  14-1. 


Registration  of  Nursing  Homes.  The  supervision  and  inspection  of  registered 
maternity  and  other  nursing  homes  are  carried  out  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  the  model  bye-laws  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

At  the  end  of  1947  there  were  9 Homes  on  the  Register  ; 4 provide  maternity 
accommodation  only,  and  5 take  patients  for  maternity,  medical  or  surgical 
treatment. 


Every  Nursing  Home  was  inspected  by  a Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  year, 
and  also  by  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare)  or  by  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor. 

During  the  year  773  births  occurred  in  registered  private  Maternity  Homes  ; 
756  of  these  were  live  births  and  17  still-births  ; no  maternal  deaths  occurred. 


Puerperal  Pyrexia.  60  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified  during  1947. 
Of  these,  2 proved  fatal. 


Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  During  1947,  168  cases  of  discharging  eyes  were 
reported  by  midwivgs  and  Health  Visitors.  Of  these,  only  19  were  notified  as 
ophthalmia  neonatorum  by  the  medical  practitioners  called  to  attend  them.

Close  co-operation  has  been  maintained  between  the  Ante-natal  Clinics  and 
the  Venereal  Diseases  Treatment  Centre.  Early  treatment  for  cases  of  gonorrhoea 
in  expectant  mothers  is  thus  secured,  and  the  incidence  and  severity  of  ophthalmia 
neonatorum  are  reduced.  It  is  now  a rare  occurrence  to  see  a child  blinded  by 
ophthalmia  neonatorum. 


Pemphigus  Neonatorum.  This  disease  is  compulsorily  notifiable  in  the  city. 
During  1947,  13  cases  were  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  disease 
was  of  the  mild  type. 


Still-births.  The  number  of  still-births  registered  during  the  year  was  202 — 
a rate  of  26-0  per  1,000  registered  live  births,  and  25-3  per  1,000  live  and  still-births. 


Infantile  Mortality.  400  deaths  occurred  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age. 
This  gives  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  5T5  per  1,000  live  births,  compared  with 
47-6  in  1946  and  61-4  in  1945. 


The  neo-natal  mortality — that  is,  the  death-rate  under  1 month  of  age  per 
1 ,000  births  — was  19-6  compared  with  22-9  in  1946  and  26-5  in  1945.

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Child  Mortality.  During  1947  there  were  52  deaths  of  children  between  the 
ages  of  1 and  5 years,  compared  with  47  in  1946  and  77  in  1945. 


Notification  of  Births  Acts.  The  live  births  notified  by  midwives  numbered 
6,143,  and  by  doctors,  parents  and  others,  36.  These  figures  do  not  include  the  1,258 
live  births  (including  twins)  which  occurred  in  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home. 
The  number  of  live  births  not  notified  was  169. 


Health  1 isitors.  The  Health  \ isitors  continued  to  carry  out  their  many  and 
varied  duties  in  an  efficient  manner. 


There  were  39,376  attendances  of  mothers  and  children  at  the  Clinics  during 
the  year,  of  which  4,991  were  first  attendances. 


The  number  of  children  removed  from  Hull  and  notified  to  other  authorities 
was  764. 


The  total  number  of  domiciliary  visits  paid  by  Health  Visitors  during  the 
year  was  1 16,020  ; the  total  number  of  clinic  sessions  attended  by  them  was  3,303.

Training  of  Health  Visitors.  The  scheme  for  the  training  of  Health  Visitors 
was  continued,  15  Student  Health  Visitors  taking  up  their  duties  in  the  Health 
Department  in  April,  1947.  Of  these,  6 were  sent  by  the  Nottingham  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Department,  who  paid  a proportionate  amount  of  the  cost  of 
the  course.  The  course  of  instruction  for  the  Health  Visitors’  Certificate  arranged 
by  the  Council  of  the  University  College  of  Hull,  commenced  on  April  1st.  Students 
attended  the  University  College  for  80  lectures  during  3 academic  terms  ; they 
received,  in  addition,  special  lectures  and  demonstrations  by  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  staff  each  week,  and  were  given  a wide  practical 
experience  of  all  branches  of  public  health  work  in  the  School  Health,  Tuberculosis, 
and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Departments.  14  were  successful  in  obtaining 
the  Health  Visitor’s  Certificate  at  the  end  of  the  course. 


Child  Life  Protection,  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Under  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  Miss  Dorothy  Johnson,  Child  Life  Protection  Visitor,  has  continued  the 
supervision  of  children.  138  visits  were  paid  to  foster  children,  120  by  the  Child 
Life  Protection  Visitor  and  18  by  the  Health  Visitors.

Child  Welfare  Clinics.  As  in  previous  years  the  full-time  medical  officers  in 
the  service  of  the  Corporation  have  been  assisted  in  the  conduct  of  Child  Welfare 
Clinics  by  Drs.  H.  Gebbie  and  W.  Wyatt. 


Lists  of  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  Ante-natal  Clinics  were,  by  the  kind 
permission  of  the  Postmaster,  exhibited  in  the  Post  Offices. 


Table  VIII  summarises  the  work  done  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  during 
the  year. 


Talks  to  Mothers.  Short  talks  were  given  by  the  Health  Visitors  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Clinics. 


Voluntary  Workers  at  Clinics.  Voluntary  workers  continue  to  do  valuable  work 
at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  attending  both  morning  and  afternoon  sessions,  in 
order  to  help  in  the  general  work  of  the  clinics. 


Welfare  of  Toddlers.  Measures  for  the  improvement  of  the  health  of  the  pre- 
school child  were  continued,  parents  being  encouraged  to  bring  their  toddlers  to 
the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics.

Ophthalmic  Clinic.  During  the  year  114  children  under  5 years  of  age  suffering 
from  squint  made  210  attendances  at  the  clinic.  Spectacles  were  prescribed  in 
44  cases  ; in  2 of  these  the  financial  circumstances  were  such  that  the  spectacles 
were  supplied  free,  at  a total  cost  to  the  Corporation  of  16s.  6d.

Orthopcedic  Clinics.  All  orthopaedic  cases  referred  by  the  Department  were 
examined  by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeons  appointed  by  the  School  Health  Service, 
or  by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  appointed  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Department. 


Central  and  North  Hull  Orthopcedic  Clinics.  During  the  year  49  new  cases  were 
seen  and  made  186  attendances. 


East  Hull  Orthopcedic  Clinic.  Inspection  Clinics  held  by  the  Orthopaedic 
Surgeons  were  attended  by  211  cases,  as  shown  in  Table  IX. 
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In-Patient  Treatment  for  M.  and  C.W.  Orthopcedic  Cases.  Responsibility  for 
1 case  sent  to  the  Adela  Shaw  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Kirbymoorside,  was  accepted 
by  the  Hull  Corporation. 


X-ray  Department— East  Hull  Clinic.  There  were  275  cases  referred  by  the 
School  Health  Service,  2,580  by  the  Tuberculosis  Department,  730  by  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Department,  3 by  the  General  Health  Department  and  12 
emigration  cases  making  a total  of  3,600  cases  in  all.  The  radiologists  were  Dr. 
Bannen  and  Dr.  Hermon,  who  attended  for  84  sessions. 


Convalescent  Home  Treatment.  The  Yorkshire  Home  for  Mothers  and  Babies 
at  Withernsea  has  not  yet  been  re-opened.  4 mothers  with  their  babies  were  sent 
to  the  Harrogate  Home  during  1947  and  greatly  benefited  by  their  stay. 


The  Municipal  Tight  Clinics — Tamps.  File  2 types  of  lamp  in  use  are  the 
Kromayer  and  Mercury  Vapour.  An  infra-red  ray  lamp  is  used  at  East  Hull  Clinic, 
in  conjunction  with  the  Mercury  Vapour  Lamp.  At  the  West  Hull  Clinic  a 
Kromayer  Lamp  is  also  available  for  the  treatment  of  special  types  of  cases. 
General  treatment  is  given  by  the  Mercury  Vapour  Lamp,  and  local  treatment  by 
the  Kromayer  Lamp.  Treatment  by  all  lamps  remains  as  described  in  previous 
reports.

V.D.  Treatment  Centre,  Mill  Street.  2 sessions  are  taken  each  week  by  members 
of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Medical  Staff  at  the  Mill  Street  Clinic  for  the 
treatment  of  venereal  diseases  in  women  and  children.  2,748  attendances  were  made 
by  382  patients  during  the  year,  compared  with  4,159  attendances  by  415  patients 
during  1946  and  4,403  attendances  by  449  patients  in  1945. 


A further  Treatment  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Maternity  Centre,  New  Cross  Street, 
where  cases  referred  from  the  Ante-natal  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  treated. 
637  attendances  were  made  by  154  patients. 


Every  expectant  mother  attending  the  Ante-natal  Clinics  has  a blood  test  and 
is  examined  to  exclude  any  venereal  disease.  Should  venereal  disease  be  found  to 
be  present,  treatment  at  one  of  the  two  centres  is  arranged.  It  is  hoped,  by  this 
vigilance,  to  eradicate  ophthalmia  neonatorum  and  congenital  syphilis  from  the 
children  born  in  the  city. 


Dining  Centres.  Dinners,  provided  by  the  Municipal  Restaurants  Department, 
were  served  to  necessitous  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  toddlers  at  3 centres 
each  week-day  throughout  the  year.  180  applications  were  granted  during  1947 
and  3,168  dinners  served. 


The  dietary  is  liberal  and  nourishing  and  is  approved  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  ; the  cost  is  9d.  per  meal — half-price  for  toddlers. 
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Supply  of  Milk  and  Nutritives.  Particulars  of  nutritives  distributed  by  the 
Health  Department  fiom  Depots  at  10  Hanover  Square  and  69  Coltman  Street.

Provision  of  Fireguards.  In  order  to  prevent  deaths  of  children  from  burns 
and  scalds,  resulting  from  the  absence  of  a fireguard,  arrangements  are  in  operation 
whereby  fireguards  may  be  purchased  at  a cost  of  14s.  6d.  and  are  supplied  to 
necessitous  families,  payment  being  made  by  instalments.  A deposit  of  Is.  Od.  is 
usually  made  and  the  balance  is  payable  by  weekly  payments  of  Is.  Od. 

During  1947,  396  applications  were  received  as  against  174  in  1946. 

The  gross  cost  of  the  fireguards  supplied  in  1947  was  £211  11s.  lOd.  compared 
with  £134  11s.  Id.  in  1946. 


There  were  3 fatal  cases  of  burns  and  scalding  in  children  (under  the  age  of 
5 years)  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

A notice,  drawing  the  attention  of  parents  of  young  children  to  their  obligations 
with  regard  to  the  provision  of  fireguards,  is  placed  in  each  Infant  Welfare  Clinic. 
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Home  Nursing.  The  nurses  of  the  Hull  Jubilee  District  Nursing  Association 
continue  to  visit  cases  recommended  by  the  Health  Department,  and  give  valuable 
assistance  in  nursing  patients  in  their  own  homes.  In  the  event  of  a case  of 
ophthalmia,  pemphigus  or  puerperal  pyrexia  occurring  in  the  practice  of  a midwife, 
the  midwife  leaves  the  case  and  arrangements  are  made  for  the  mother  and  child 
to  be  attended  by  the  District  Nurse. 

During  the  year,  2,781  visits  were  paid  to  237  cases.  In  addition,  46  visits 
were  paid  to  9 cases  which  had  not  completed  treatment  at  the  end  of  1946. 
Treatment  in  6 cases  had  not  been  completed  at  the  end  of  1947.  This  compares 
with  2,190  visits  to  190  cases  in  1946. 

Co-ordination  of  Work  with  other  Institutions  and  Departments.  The  Clinic 
cards  and  Health  Visitors’  records  of  children  reaching  the  age  of  5 years  are  sent 
to  the  School  Health  Service  each  month,  in  order  that  a medical  history  of  the 
children  shall  be  available  for  routine  inspection  purposes. 

Inspectors  of  the  Hull  Branch  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children  visited  7 cases  reported  by  the  Department. 

Children  requiring  splints  were  referred  to  the  Hull  Braves’  Guild.  The  Guild 
undertakes  the  care  of  all  cripples  in  the  city  and  has  organised  a scheme  for  the 
provision  of  splints  ordered  by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeons  at  the  various  clinics. 
This  work  is  efficiently  done  and  is  proving  of  inestimable  benefit  to  the  crippled 
poor  of  the  city. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  all  the  voluntary  societies  which  help  the  work  of  the 
Department. 

Care  of  Illegitimate  Children.  The  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular  2866  issued 
in  October,  1943,  continues  to  be  implemented  by  close  co-operation  with  Sister 
Bashford  of  the  Sheltering  Home  for  Girls.  112  expectant  mothers  of  illegitimate 
children  were  reported  to  the  Sister  from  Ante-natal  Clinics,  of  whom  22  were 
married  women.  The  joint  efforts  of  the  Sheltering  Home  staff  and  the  Health 
Visitors  are  concentrated  on  obtaining  the  best  possible  care  for  the  mother  before 
and  during  her  confinement,  and  for  herself  and  her  baby  after  the  birth. 

York  Diocesan  Maternity  Home.  Sutton  House,  purchased  by  the  Corporation 
and  rented  by  the  Committee  of  the  York  Diocesan  Maternity  Home  for  use  as  a 
hostel  for  unmarried  mothers  and  their  babies,  was  opened  on  the  11th  June,  1947. 
The  necessary  alterations  have  not  yet  been  undertaken  and  therefore  it  has  only 
been  possible  to  make  accommodation  for  8 girls.  It  is  hoped  in  the  near  future 
that  more  accommodation  will  be  available. 
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Adoption  of  Children.  74  adoptions  have  been  arranged  by  this  Department 
during  the  year  under  the  Adoption  of  Children  (Regulation)  Act,  1939.  The  Child 
Protection  Visitor  makes  the  closest  enquiries  into  family  histories  of  the  child 
to  be  adopted  and  of  the  adopters.  This  is  done  with  the  object  of  safeguarding 
both  parties,  and  especially  the  welfare  of  the  child. 

Premature  Babies.  (Circular  20/44).  In  an  effort  to  reduce  the  neo-natal 
mortality  rate  concentrated  efforts  are  being  made  in  the  care  of  premature  babies. 
Specially  equipped  wards  are  in  use  for  babies  born  in  the  Maternity  Home. 
In  certain  cases,  also,  premature  babies  born  outside  the  Hospital  are  admitted  in 
specially  prepared  baby  clothes  and  heated  cots,  and  the  temperature  of  the 
ambulance  conveying  the  baby  is  raised  considerably  before  leaving  the  depot. 
30  premature  babies  were  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Home  from  the  district  in 
1947. 

The  mothers  are  encouraged  to  accompany  the  babies  in  order  to  continue 
breast-feeding,  and  if  unable,  or  unwilling,  to  come  into  hospital,  she  is  persuaded 
to  continue  the  supply  of  breast  milk,  which  is  collected  daily  from  her  home. 

288  premature  babies  were  notified  as  having  been  born  at  home  during  the 
year  and  187  in  hospital. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF 

THE  AREA 


Water.  The  Water  Engineer  and  Manager  has  kindly  supplied  the  following 
information. 

The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  but  somewhat  limited  in  quantity 
owing  to  drought.  Bacteriological  examinations  have  been  made  weekly  and 
chemical  examinations  at  varying  intervals.  The  chloramine  process  has  been  in 
operation,  the  dosage  being  0-15  parts  per  million. 

The  water  supplied  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action. 

All  water  leaving  the  pumping  stations  is  bacteriologically  pure.  When  new 
mains  are  laid  or  alterations  take  place,  such  mains  are  sterilised  and  tested  before 
the  water  is  put  into  circulation. 

The  number  of  dwellinghouses  and  the  estimated  population  supplied  in  the 
city  area  are  86,259  and  295,000  respectively.  All  supplies  taken  from  the 
Corporation’s  supply  are  direct  mains  connections. 

Sampling  of  Water.  During  the  year  3 samples  of  drinking  water,  taken  as  a 
routine  measure,  were  submitted  to  the  City  Analyst  and  Acting  City  Bacteriologist. 
The  results  of  the  examinations  proved  satisfactory  in  all  cases. 

Two  samples  of  water  used  for  domestic  purposes  were  also  taken  from  a 
standpipe  on  property  owned  by  a private  firm  in  the  city.  The  result  of  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  one  of  the  samples  indicated  the  presence  of 
objectionable  animal  pollution,  which  was  confirmed  by  the  examination  of  two 
further  samples  taken  at  a later  date.  The  firm  in  question  was  at  once  communi- 
cated with  and  the  consumers  were  advised  to  boil  all  drinking  water  before  use. 
The  dwellinghouses  concerned  were  subsequently  connected  direct  to  the  city’s 
water  supply  and  the  use  of  the  standpipe  was  discontinued. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  following  particulars  are  submitted  from 
information  kindly  supplied  by  the  City  Engineer. 

The  construction  of  about  a quarter  of  the  total  length  of  the  main  trunk 
sewer  from  the  Pumping  Station  along  Hedon  Road  and  Marfleet  Lane  to  Bilton 
Grange  has  now  been  completed. 
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The  design  of  the  East  Hull  Pumping  Station  was  completed  and  tenders 
invited  for  the  constructional  works  in  May,  1947  ; work  was  commenced  in  March, 
1948  and  is  now  progressing  favourably.  According  to  plan,  this  work  should  be 
completed  in  about  a year’s  time.  The  scheme  for  the  further  extension  of  the  main 
trunk  sewer  from  Marfleet  Lane  along  Hedon  Road  to  the  city  boundary  has  been 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  but  permission  to  invite  tenders  has  not  yet 
been  granted. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  on  the  West  Hull  and  Haltemprice 
Drainage  Joint  Scheme.  Drainage  area  plans,  calculations  and  proposals  in  general 
have  been  agreed  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  together  with  a request 
for  an  interview,  so  that  the  scheme  could  be  agreed  in  principle.  A programme  of 
works  was  also  submitted,  not  only  for  the  joint  scheme  but  also  for  the  main 
drainage  works  to  be  carried  out  within  the  next  ten  years.  Unfortunately  the 
Ministry  would  not  grant  this  interview  and  they  recommended  that  loan  applica- 
tion should  be  made  for  the  scheme  as  a whole,  or,  at  least,  for  the  first  sections, 
in  order  that  the  scheme  could  be  considered  by  one  of  their  inspectors  at  a Local 
Inquiry.  This  loan  application  has  been  made  for  the  outfall  sewer  together  with 
the  proposed  pumping  station  and  plant,  the  estimated  cost  of  which  is  £400,000. 
Agreement  has  also  now  been  reached  with  the  Railway  Executive  in  respect  of 
the  line  of  the  outfall  sewer  between  the  St.  Andrew’s  and  William  Wright  Docks. 
The  British  Railways  Executive  has  also  agreed  to  the  outfall  proposals  in  respect 
of  pollution  subject  to  Jin.  screens  being  used,  the  screenings  to  be  disintegrated 
and  discharged  on  the  ebb  tide.  Contract  documents  are  ready  for  the  invitation 
of  tenders  for  the  outfall  and  for  the  pumping  plant.  Other  contract  plans  and 
documents  are  in  the  course  of  preparation  for  the  main  drainage  scheme. 


The  Joint  Advisory  Committee  have  agreed  that  the  capital  cost  of  the  outfall 
and  the  pumping  station  should  be  borne  by  the  respective  authorities  in  proportion 
to  the  population  which  will  ultimately  be  dealt  with  by  the  works.  The  city  will 
bear  three-quarters  of  the  capital  cost  and  the  Haltemprice  LTrban  District  Council 
one-quarter.  As  regards  the  question  of  maintenance,  it  was  agreed  that  the  two 
authorities  bear  this  cost  on  a pro  rata  basis  of  population  obtained  from  the 
Registrar-General’s  latest  population  statistics  at  the  commencement  of  each 
five-year  period  from  the  date  of  operation. 

No  date  has  yet  been  fixed  for  the  Local  Inquiry. 

Wcitcvcotiyscs , Stycciwis , etc.  One  letter  was  sent  and  4 verbal  cautions  given  to 
certain  firms  in  respect  of  the  discharge  into  a large  land  drain  in  the  city  of  waste 
products  liable  to  cause  a nuisance,  and  immediate  steps  were  taken  by  the  firms 
concerned  to  prevent  such  products  from  flowing  into  the  drain. 
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Public  Cleansing.  The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse,  street  cleansing,  and 
the  maintenance  of  public  lavatories  in  the  city  are  under  the  control  of  the  Public 
Cleansing  Superintendent,  who  issues  an  annual  report  upon  the  work  of  his 
Department.  Herewith  are  particulars  from  information  kindly  furnished  by  him  :

Public  Lavatories  and  Conveniences.  The  city  is  served  by  7 public  lavatories 
and  42  conveniences,  excluding  those  erected  in  various  parks  and  markets. 

Closet  Accommodation.  There  were  still  approximately  100  privies  and  pail 
closets  in  the  city  at  the  end  of  1947. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  DISTRICT 


It  will  be  noted  that  there  is  a general  increase  in  the  majority  of  the  figures 
throughout  this  section  of  the  Report.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  is  due  mainly 
to  increased  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Sanitary  Section  to  secure  repairs  to  many 
houses  in  the  city,  the  condition  of  which  deteriorated  considerably  owing  to 
war-time  restrictions. 


The  total  number  of  inspections  made  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his 
staff  was  79,916  including  36,278  inspections  made  by  the  District  Sanitary 
Inspectors  on  general  district  work.  The  total  inspections  made  in  1946  was  70,340, 
including  32,242  by  the  District  Sanitary  Inspectors.  In  addition,  35,286  re-visits 
and  re-inspections  were  made. 


During  the  year  12,437  iniormal  and  2,899  statutory  notices  with  regard  to 
the  abatement  of  nuisances  were  served.  The  statutory  notices  included  1,156 
served  in  connection  with  the  provision  of  dustbins.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  10,797 
notices  (8,148  informal  and  2,649  statutory)  were  complied  with. 


Defects  were  remedied  by  owners  at  10,462  houses  as  a consequence  of  informal 
action,  whilst  statutory  action  resulted  in  the  repair  of  defects  at  3,350  houses. 
The  necessary  repairs  at  659  houses  were  carried  out  by  the  Corporation,  in  default 
of  the  owners,  who  were  charged  with  the  cost  incurred. 


238  statutory  notices  were  referred  to  the  City  Engineer  for  his  Department 
to  carry  out  the  necessary  work  in  default  of  the  owners  who  were  charged  with 
the  costs  incurred.  He  also  repaired  113  sewers  in  respect  of  which  252  notices 
were  served  under  Section  24  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  The  Department’s 
own  workmen  carried  out  work  in  respect  of  35  statutory  notices  (mainly  minor 
obstructions  to  drains  and  broken  gullies) .

Legal  Proceedings.  29  cases  were  referred  to  the  Town  Clerk  for  legal  proceed- 
ings following  failure  of  the  owners  to  comply  with  statutory  notices  served  under 
Section  93  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

In  7 cases  the  owners  carried  out  the  work  after  a final  warning  from  the 
Town  Clerk,  and  summonses  were  withdrawn  on  completion  of  the  work  in  17  cases. 
One  summons  was  dismissed  owing  to  change  of  ownership,  the  new  owner  having 
commenced  the  necessary  work,  and  legal  action  in  connection  with  1 summons 
was  still  proceeding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  the  remaining  3 cases  nuisance  orders  were  made  and  costs  awarded  against 
the  defendants.  In  1 of  the  cases  the  defendant  did  not  comply  with  the  order 
within  the  specified  time  and  was  fined  3 guineas  and  costs.  He  still  failed  to 
execute  the  necessary  work  and  a third  hearing  of  the  case  in  court  resulted  in 
the  Stipendiary  Magistrate  imposing  a further  fine  of  2s.  6d.  per  day  for  the  57  days 
following  the  Court  Order.  The  defects  were  subsequently  remedied  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Department. 
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Dustbins.  The  Council  continued,  under  the  powers  conferred  upon  them  by 
Section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  supply  dustbins  to  premises  where 
owners  had  failed  to  comply  with  statutory  notices.  During  the  year  270  dustbins 
were  supplied  and  the  cost  recovered  from  the  owners  concerned. 

Difficulties  experienced  during  the  war  years  and  in  the  immediate  post-war 
period  due  to  shortage  of  bins,  have  been  mainly  overcome  and  the  position  is 
returning  quickly  to  normal. 

Smoke  Abatement.  The  smoke  inspectors  continued  to  give  advice,  as  in  the 
previous  year,  on  the  efficient  and  economic  burning  of  low  grade  fuel,  including, 
where  necessary,  suggestions  for  improvements  in  furnace  conditions. 

The  number  of  smoke  observations,  each  of  half  an  hour’s  duration,  was  870, 
and  634  inspections  were  made  of  the  premises  concerned.  Cautions  were  given  in 
65  instances,  15  of  which  were  by  letter,  where  smoke  had  been  emitted  in  such 
quantities  as  to  be  a nuisance.  At  the  end  of  the  year  57  nuisances  had  been  abated 
and  the  remaining  8 were  receiving  attention. 

81  improvements  to  minimise  or  obviate  nuisances  were  carried  out  to  boiler 
plants,  including  chimneys  heightened,  44  ; stoking  improvements,  28  ; and  boiler 
improvements,  9. 

During  the  year  8 complaints  were  investigated  in  relation  to  alleged  nuisances 
caused  by  the  emission  of  dust  from  certain  trade  processes  carried  out  in  the  city. 
7 verbal  cautions  were  given  and  1 letter  sent  concerning  these  nuisances,  and 
suggestions  made  to  the  managements  of  certain  firms  on  how  best  to  overcome 
the  difficulties. 

Deposits  of  Soot.  The  City  Analyst  examined  periodically  throughout  the  year 
the  contents  of  three  atmospheric  pollution  gauges,  the  results  shown  being  as 
follows  : —

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PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  CONTROLLED  BY  BYE-LAWS  AND 

REGULATIONS 


Offensive  Trades.  The  number  of  trades  classified  as  “ offensive  ” in  the  city 
at  the  end  of  1947  was  16,  involving  123  businesses  and  including  81  premises  in 
respect  of  which  the  Corporation’s  consent  operates  for  a limited  period.  In  1946 
there  were  120  businesses  on  the  Register,  including  70  with  limited  consents. 


During  the  year  5 applications  were  received  for  consent  to  establish  new 
businesses,  all  of  which  were  granted,  subject,  in  certain  cases,  to  the  execution  of 
works  necessary  to  ensure  that  the  premises  satisfied  the  requirements  of  the 
Department.  19  applications  to  extend  existing  premises  were  approved  and  3 
applications  were  not  proceeded  with  as  the  premises  concerned  were  not  considered 
to  be  suitable.  A change  of  ownership  occurred  in  connection  with  one  business 
and  2 premises  were  removed  from  the  Register  of  Offensive  Trades  owing  to  the 
discontinuance  of  the  business. 


All  premises  used  for  offensive  trade  purposes  are  subject  to  systematic  day 
and  night  observations.  During  1947,  6,182  day  and  2,776  night  inspections  were 
made  of  these  premises  and  other  places  where  effluvium  nuisances  might  arise. 


21  informal  notices  were  served  and  there  were  109  verbal  cautions  and  1 
follow-up  letter. 


As  a result  of  representations  made  by  the  Department,  structural  improve- 
ments were  effected  in  160  cases,  and  improved  operations  to  minimise  possible 
nuisances  in  60.  40  plans  of  new  premises  and  plant  were  examined.  124  contra- 
ventions of  the  Bye-laws  were  remedied  during  the  year. 


Pig  Keeping.  The  number  of  premises  registered  as  complying  with  the  City 
Bye-laws  was  155,  provided  with  508  sties.  Pigs  were  also  kept  at  201  additional 
premises  under  the  Emergency  Powers  (Defence)  General  Regulations  62(b). 
4,274  inspections  were  made.  There  were  63  contraventions  in  respect  of  which  13 
informal  notices  and  24  verbal  cautions  were  given.  A statutory  notice  was  served 
in  one  instance  in  respect  of  a nuisance,  which  was  immediately  abated.  Structural 
improvements  were  carried  out  at  5 sties,  and  cleansing  was  undertaken  at  159 
premises  at  the  request  of  the  Department.  All  the  contraventions  had  been 
remedied  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Common  Lodging  Houses.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  45  registered 
Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  city  containing  270  bedrooms  or  cubicles  with 
accommodation  for  817  single  lodgers  and  34  married  couples.  The  accommodation 
at  one  house  consisted  of  77  cubicles  and  one  dormitory.  1,917  day  and  341  night 
visits  were  made.  18  visits  were  also  made  to  unregistered  premises  where  it  was 
suspected  that  they  were  being  used  as  Common  Lodging  Houses.  Contraventions 
of  the  Bye-laws  were  found  in  169  instances,  mostly  of  a minor  character.  Cautions 
were  given  to  the  persons  concerned,  including  3 by  letter.  The  number  of  houses 
on  the  register  at  the  end  of  1946  was  40. 

89  verminous  persons  were  referred  to  the  Disinfecting  Station  for  treatment. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  requirements  of  the  Bye-laws  had  been  carried  out 
in  all  but  19  of  the  above  cases,  and,  in  relation  to  these,  steps  were  being  taken 
by  the  persons  concerned  with  a view  to  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  such 
Bye-laws. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  in  one  instance,  as  a result 
of  which  the  person  concerned  was  fined  £3  or  30  days  for  failing  to  comply  with  a 
statutory  notice  served  under  Section  93  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Seamen  s Lodging  Houses.  The  number  of  these  houses  on  the  register  was  26, 
containing  595  bedrooms  or  cubicles  with  accommodation  for  831  seamen.  Included 
in  the  26  houses  above-mentioned  is  the  Victoria  Mansions,  Great  Passage  Street, 
which  provides  accommodation  for  487  men,  and  the  Flying  Angel  Club,  Alfred 
Gelder  Street,  providing  accommodation  for  26  men.  The  sleeping  places  at  the 
former  consists  of  470  cubicles,  and  at  the  latter  22  rooms. 

1,234  day  and  248  night  visits  were  made.  In  163  cases  the  requirements  of 
the  Bye-laws  were  not  being  carried  out  ; 156  verbal  cautions  were  given  and 

7 letters  sent  to  the  persons  concerned.  Verbal  warnings  were  given  in  5 instances 
of  persons  letting  unlicensed  lodgings  to  seamen.  One  ceased  to  lodge  seamen  and 
4 made  application  for  the  premises  involved  to  be  licensed. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  153  of  the  contraventions  had  been  remedied  and  the 
remaining  10  were  receiving  attention. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  in  relation  to  any  case. 

One  person  found  to  be  verminous  was  referred  to  the  Disinfecting  Station  for 
treatment. 

Houses-let-in-Lodgings.  During  the  year  there  was  a slight  decrease  in  the 
number  of  houses-let-in-lodgings  registered  under  the  Bye-laws,  the  total  being 
324  compared  with  335  at  the  end  of  1946.  There  were  23  new  registrations  and 
34  houses  were  deleted  from  the  register,  as  the  occupiers  concerned  had  ceased  to 
take  lodgers. 

The  324  registered  houses-let-in-lodgings  contained  2,727  rooms,  of  which  211 
unfurnished  and  305  furnished  were  used  for  sleeping  purposes  only  ; and  514 
unfurnished  and  845  furnished  were  used  for  sleeping  and  living  purposes. 
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The  total  number  of  visits  paid  to  houses-let-in-lodgings  was  2,934,  including 
do  I at  night  and  98  to  houses  exempt  from  registration.  370  notices  including  236 
in  lespect  of  cleansing  were  served  and  181  verbal  cautions  given  in  respect  of 
infringements  of  Byelaws.  341  notices  including  the  236  for  cleansing  were  complied 
with.  It  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  institute  legal  proceedings.

the  Corporation  register.  2,491  inspections,  including  843  re-inspections  were  made 
of  factories,  and  243  contraventions  were  found.  The  infringements  mainly 
comprised  unsatisfactory  sanitary  conveniences. 

During  the  year  22  additional  sanitary  conveniences  were  provided  at  factories 
and  123  unsuitable  sanitary  conveniences  were  put  into  a satisfactory  condition.

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Outworkers.  The  226  persons  affected  (70  males  and  156  females)  were 
principally  engaged  in  net  braiding  and  tailoring.  The  employers  numbered  45. 


Means  of  Escape  in  Case  of  Fire.  23  applications  for  certificates  were  received 
and  26  were  issued.  82  inspections  were  made,  73  being  at  factories  in  each  of  which 
more  than  10  persons  were  employed.  Additional  means  of  escape  were  found  to 
be  required,  and  were  provided,  at  7 factories.  There  were  10  factories  where  the 
means  of  escape  were  not  in  order  ; the  number  placed  in  order  was  12. 


New  Factories.  Plans  for  239  new  factories  were  submitted  for  examination. 
14  such  plans  did  not  show  sufficient  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  and  in  16  other 
cases  suitable  sanitary  conveniences  were  not  indicated.  In  all  cases  the  owners 
or  architects  were  notified  and  undertook  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Authority. 


Shops  Acts,  1912-1936.  There  were  5,820  shops  on  the  Register  in  which 
4,648  males  and  5,403  females  were  employed.  1 ,316  shops  were  inspected  and  970 
contraventions,  principally  failure  to  keep  prescribed  records  and  notices,  were 
found.  On  re-visits  being  made,  678  of  these  contraventions  had  been  remedied. 
13,250  observations  were  made  of  shops,  14  of  which  were  found  to  be  open  after  the 
prescribed  closing  hours.  Of  the  291  notices  served  and  77  verbal  cautions  given, 
211  notices  and  41  verbal  cautions  were  complied  with. 


Shops  ( Sunday  Trading  Restriction ) Act,  1936.  4,501  inspections  were  made 
of  shops,  at  61  of  which  contraventions  were  found.  These  were  subsequently 
remedied  as  the  result  of  cautions  to  the  persons  concerned. 


Plans  for  Shops.  15  plans  were  submitted  for  examination  and  3 were  subse- 
quently amended  as  they  did  not  indicate  suitable  sanitary  conveniences. 

Cinemas  and  Theatres.  The  Factories,  etc.,  Inspectors  made  52  inspections  of 
cinemas  and  theatres,  which  were  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds.  No  applications  were  received  during  the  year  to 
occupy  tents,  vans  or  sheds  on  vacant  land  in  the  city.  There  are  at  present  4 sites 
approved  by  the  Corporation  for  occupation  by  movable  dwellings,  but  none  were 

occupied  during  1947. 
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Rent  and  Mortgage  Interest  ( Restrictions ) Acts,  1920  to  1939.  11  applications 
were  received  for  certificates  of  disrepair  under  the  above  Acts.  In  8 cases  certi- 
ficates were  issued  but  in  the  remaining  three  instances  enquiries  revealed  that  the 
dwellinghouses  concerned  were  not  ones  to  which  the  principal  Act  applied, having 
previously  been  registered  with  the  Lqal  Authority  as  de-controlled. 

Hull  Fair.  There  were  259  vans  and  1 booth  on  or  near  the  Fair  Ground, 
occupied  by  592  adults  and  160  children  . Whilst  there  were  many  tents  and  booths 
upon  the  Fair  Ground,  only  one  was  found  to  be  used  for  sleeping  purposes.  Visits 
were  paid  daily  to  the  vans,  etc.,  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  enquiries  made 
as  to  the  health  of  the  occupants.  No  case  of  infectious  disease  or  overcrowding 
was  discovered. 

25  dustbins  were  provided  for  the  reception  of  domestic  refuse  and  10  pail 
closets  were  also  provided  for  the  use  of  van  dwellers.  All  were  maintained  in  good 
order  and  condition  and  received  daily  attention  by  the  Public  Cleansing  Depart- 
ment. 

Day  and  evening  observations  were  made  of  the  permanent  sanitary  accom- 
modation on  the  ground.  Health  Visitors  assisted  in  the  evenings  by  inspecting 
the  ladies’  section  and  water-closets  attached  to  private  houses  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  ground  advertised  for  use  by  the  public  as  ladies’  lavatories. 

Apart  from  occasional  peak  periods,  when  all  the  available  accommodation 
was  fully  taxed,  no  serious  difficulties  arose  except  in  connection  with  the  small 
urinal  adjoining  the  George  Hotel,  Spring  Bank  West,  which  became  flooded  due 
to  surface  obstruction  of  the  drainage  inlets.  This  matter  was  quickly  dealt  with 
and  caused  no  further  trouble.  There  was  no  complaint  of  any  nuisance  from  the 
privately-owned  water-closets. 

The  Lodging  Flouse  Inspectors  visited  859  houses  in  the  streets  adjacent  to 
the  Fair  Ground  and  found  41  houses  in  which  98  lodgers  were  being  taken.  The 
houses  were  kept  in  such  a manner  as  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  bye-laws 
and  were  found  to  be  well  conducted  and  in  a clean  condition  generally. 

The  Registered  Lodging  Houses  in  the  vicinity  were  full  to  capacity  and  the 
Salvation  Army  Hostel  (Victoria  Mansions)  provided  accommodation  for  40  persons 
engaged  at  the  Fair. 

The  use  of  coal  was  confined  mainly  to  domestic  use. 

There  were  two  boilers  and  11  refreshment  stalls  using  coke  fuel  and  52 
observations  were  taken  by  the  Smoke  Inspectors  of  the  chimneys  and  fires  of  these 
boilers  and  stalls,  without  it  being  found  necessary  in  any  case  to  take  action 
concerning  offences. 
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Inspections  were  also  made  by  the  Smoke  Inspectors  of  53  petrol  and  diesel 
engine  units,  and  5 informal  letters  were  sent  and  15  verbal  cautions  given  respecting 
the  discharge  of  exhaust  fumes  at  a low  level.  All  notices  and  cautions  were 
complied  with. 

A total  of  380  day  and  night  inspections  were  made  by  the  Smoke  Inspectors. 

The  general  atmospheric  conditions  in  and  around  the  Fair  were  found  to  be 
very  good  and  a vast  improvement  on  any  of  the  previous  years. 

The  Sampling  Officers  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  took  10  samples 
of  Ice-cream  for  bacteriological  examination  from  stalls  in  or  within  the  vicinity  of 
the  Fair.  Only  one  sample  satisfied  the  methylene  blue  test  and  was  placed  in 
provisional  Grade  1.  The  remaining  9 samples  were  all  of  Grade  IV  standard  and 
letters  of  caution  were  sent  to  the  manufacturer-retailers  concerned  and  the  District 
Sanitary  Inspectors  were  requested  to  pay  special  attention  to  the  premises  in 
which  the  Ice-cream  was  manufactured. 

The  results  of  the  chemical  analysis  of  samples  of  orange  drinks  (in  cartons), 
toffee  apples,  American  popcorn  and  lollipops  were  satisfactory  in  all  cases. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction.  A rat-catcher  is  employed  wholly  upon  the  treat- 
ment of  dwellinghouses  in  the  city,  and  labourers  in  the  Sanitary  Section  assist 
him  when  necessary.  The  Authority  s Sanitary  Inspectors  are  appointed  as 
Officers  under  the  1919  Act,  and  they  enquire  into  causes  of  rat  infestation,  and, 
where  necessary,  give  advice  on  the  most  effective  measures  necessary  for  control. 
They  also  supervise  structural  repairs  and  improvements  necessary  to  make

The  number  of  rats  destroyed  in  1946  was  17,958  and  in  1945,  6,538. 
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During  the  year  977  complaints,  mostly  from  occupiers  of  dwellinghouses, 
were  received  of  infestation  of  premises  by  rats,  and  1,123  investigations,  and  722 
re-visits  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  The  majority  of  the  complaints 
were  dealt  with  under  the  Special  Dwellings  Scheme  referred  to  hereunder. 
Informal  communications  were,  in  a number  of  instances,  addressed  to  persons 
whose  premises  were  rat  infested  requesting  them  to  rid  the  premises  of  rats  and 
to  take  steps  to  prevent  further  infestation. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction — Private  Dwellings  Scheme.  During  the  year  an 
intensified  scheme  of  rodent  destruction  on  a block  control  system  was  carried  out 
in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  contained  in  Circular  N.S.12  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  Two  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspectors,  one 
temporary  Enquiry  Officer  and  six  additional  Rodent  Operatives  were  appointed, 
and  the  city,  which  was  divided  into  blocks  of  property,  was  surveyed  block  by 
block  in  order  to  ascertain  the  amount  and  extent  of  rat  infestation  present.  All 
blocks  of  property  which  revealed  evidence  of  infestation  were  treated  by  the 
Rodent  Operatives,  generally  by  approved  methods  of  poisoning,  but,  in  a few 
cases  where  there  were  special  considerations,  by  means  of  traps,  dogs,  ferrets  or 
gas.  The  Sanitary  Inspectors  supervised  rat  proofing  works  which  were  found  to 
be  necessary  at  infested  premises. 

Business  premises  were  dealt  with  at  the  same  time  under  the  existing  scheme 
so  as  to  ensure  the  maximum  kill  in  each  infested  block. 

The  scheme  was  responsible  for  a total  estimated  kill  of  8,471  rats  and  743 
mice  at  2,836  private  dwellinghouses  which  were  found  to  be  infested.  It  should 
be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  these  are  very  conservative  figures  based  on  the 
amount  of  poison  taken  and  calculated  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  s formulas. 
No  account  has  been  taken  of  the  many  young  rats  which  must  inevitably  have 
perished  owing  to  the  parent  rats  having  been  poisoned,  and,  consequently,  the 
actual  kill  will  be  very  much  greater  than  that  estimated. 

Simultaneously  with  the  above  scheme,  intensified  rat  control  by  poisoning 
in  all  the  sewers  was  undertaken  by  the  City  Engineer  who  estimated  an  additional 
kill  of  2,188  rats. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction — Treatment  of  Business  Premises,  etc.  In  addition  to 
the  rat-catcher  and  the  six  temporary  operatives  referred  to  above,  three  full-time 
rodent  operatives  are  also  employed  by  the  Department  in  the  destruction  of  rats 
on  business  premises  in  the  city.  Special  attention  is  given  under  this  scheme  to 
the  treatment  of  blitzed  areas  where  evidence  of  breeding  is  found. 

Treatment,  consisting  mainly  of  poisoning,  is  carried  out  at  the  request  of  the 
owners  or  occupiers  and  a charge  is  made  covering  the  cost  of  labour  and  materials. 
The  methods  of  poisoning  used  are  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of 
the  Ministry  of  Food  and  were  described  fully  in  my  report  for  1945. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  treatments  carried  out  during  1947

Of  the  11,174  rats  estimated  killed,  2,170  were  destroyed  at  the  Hull  Corpora- 
tion s refuse  tip  at  Hessle  and  349  on  the  adjoining  embankment  owned  by  the 
London  and  North-Eastern  Railway  Company.  255  bodies  were  recovered  in 
connection  with  these  two  treatments. 

Mosquito  Control.  No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  of  extensive 
mosquito  breeding  in  any  of  the  large  open  land  drains.  The  Department,  however, 
carried  out  routine  spraying  of  water  contained  in  certain  bomb  craters  in  the  city 
and  water  butts  on  the  various  Corporation  allotments.  Observations  were 
continued  throughout  the  year  and  owners  of  places  likely  to  provide  breeding 
grounds  were  advised  as  to  the  necessary  precautionary  measures  to  be  taken. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs  and  other  Insect  Pests.  During  the  year  the  Department 
was  called  upon  to  take  steps  for  eradication  of  bed  bugs  at  17  Council  houses  and 
51  other  houses. 

Disinfestation  for  fleas  was  also  undertaken  at  15  Council  houses  and  30 
private  houses. 

Spraying  with  a liquid  insecticide  containing  D.D.T.  has  been  adopted  for 
freeing  infested  houses  from  bed  bugs. 

The  method  employed  for  ensuring  that  the  belongings  of  tenants  are  free 
from  vermin  before  removal  to  Council  houses  is  as  follows  : An  inspection  is  made 
in  every  case  and  particular  attention  is  paid  to  wool  and  straw  mattresses  and  to 
the  woodwork  of  spring  mattresses  and  bedsteads.  Bedsteads  and  all  other  articles 
are  sprayed  with  a liquid  insecticide,  and  the  wool  and  straw  mattresses  are  treated 
in  a steam  disinfector.  This  method  has  tire  advantage  that  the  occupiers  are  made 
aware  of  the  places  of  infestation  and  witness  a practical  demonstration  of  how 
future  re-infestation  may  be  prevented. 
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The  work  of  disinfestation  has  been  carried  out  with  success  by  the  Depart- 
ment’s staff  for  some  years. 

With  very  few  exceptions  the  tenants  of  Corporation  houses  take  all  possible 
steps  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  re-infestation.  As  the  result  of  the  publicity 
which  has  been  given  in  recent  years  to  the  question  of  vermin,  occupiers  of  all 
classes  of  houses  are  aware  that  disinfestation  can  be  carried  out  by  the  Health 
Department. 

25  treatments  (mainly  business  premises)  were  undertaken  for  infestation  by 
beetles  and  cockroaches,  and  advice  was  given  and  suitable  insecticides  supplied 
in  204  cases  where  the  Department’s  help  had  been  sought  in  relation  to  premises 
infested  with  these  and  other  types  of  insects,  such  as  crickets,  silver  fish,  ants,  etc. 
The  number  of  cases  in  which  insecticides  were  supplied  in  1946  was  62. 

Fly  Destruction.  During  the  year  the  Department  continued  to  arouse  public 
interest  in  the  danger  to  health,  by  contamination  of  food,  etc.,  of  the  common 
house  fly.  Leaflets,  giving  information  on  the  best  method  of  control,  etc.,  were 
distributed  to  householders  and  others  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  who  also  gave 
verbal  advice  where  necessary. 

Particular  attention  was  paid,  by  the  Inspectors  concerned,  to  piggeries, 
stables,  offensive  trade  premises  and  other  places  where  extensive  fly  breeding  was 
to  be  expected,  and  suitable  steps  were  taken  for  the  destruction  of  the  flies  and 
their  eggs,  larvae  and  pupae. 

Systematic  spraying  for  flies  was  also  carried  out  at  periodic  intervals  during 
the  breeding  season  at  the  Health  Department’s  hospitals,  nurseries  and  clinics, 
and  also  at  the  Education  Department’s  school  kitchens.  Fly  destruction  measures 
were  undertaken  at  the  Government  Slaughterhouse,  and  at  the  Corporation’s 
Covered  Market  at  the  special  request  of  the  respective  authorities. 

Training  of  Student  Sanitary  Inspectors.  The  scheme  for  the  training  of 
Sanitary  Inspectors  was  continued  and  7 students  were  appointed  and  commenced 
duty  on  the  1st  March,  1947,  at  a fixed  salary  of  £150  per  annum. 

In  addition  to  the  lectures  arranged  by  the  Municipal  Technical  College, 
lectures  in  special  subjects  were  also  given  by  the  Senior  Specialist  Inspectors  in 
the  Department,  who,  along  with  the  District  Inspectors,  gave  the  necessary 
practical  training. 

All  the  students,  except  one,  were  successful  in  passing  the  Examination  of 
the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  and  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Examination  Joint  Board, 
and  5 subsequently  received  appointments  as  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspectors  on  the 
Department’s  staff.

The  number  of  houses  erected  in  Hull  during  1947  was  1,620,  of  which  845 
were  temporary  and  775  permanent.  Of  the  temporary  houses  844  were  erected 
by  the  Ministry  of  Works  and  handed  over  to  the  Local  Authority  on  completion. 
Of  the  permanent  houses  200  were  erected  by  the  Local  Authority,  241  by  private 
enterprise  and  334  were  war  destroyed  houses  rebuilt  under  payment  by  the  War 
Damage  Commission — 120  by  the  Local  Authority  and  214  by  private  enterprise. 
Accommodation  was  provided  for  19  families  by  camp  conversions. 


In  addition  flats  for  45  family  units  were  provided  by  conversions  by  private 
enterprise,  and  164  requisitioned  houses  were  repaired  to  render  them  habitable, 
making  a gross  total  for  the  year  of  1,848  family  units  rehoused,  and  bringing  the 
total  of  new  housing  units  provided  since  the  war  to  3,219. 


Slum  Clearance.  In  view  of  the  acute  housing  shortage,  and  consequent 
ministerial  policy,  no  slum  clearance  has  been  undertaken  in  1947.

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In  addition  to  the  normal  duties  of  investigations,  inspections  and  reports  on 
housing,  the  inspectorial  staff  continued  the  task  of  survey,  plans,  reports  and 
preparation  of  schedules  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  1944,  and 
also  continued  the  survey  of  housing  conditions  in  the  city.  Two  wards,  Albert 
and  Myton,  being  completed.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Milk  Supply.  The  inspection  of  dairies  and  of  retail  purveyors’  premises  and 
the  supervision  of  bottling  and  wholesale  establishments  in  the  city  are  carried 
out  by  the  staff  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.  Cow-sheds  and  herds  are  inspected 
by  the  staff  of  the  Chief  Food  Inspector. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  amount  of  fluid  milk  consumed  daily  in  Hull  is  28,000 
gallons  which  represents  an  average  daily  consumption  per  person  of  0*8  pint. 
Daily  consumption  in  1946  was  estimated  at  25,000  gallons,  or  0-7  pint  per  person. 

Of  the  28,000  gallons  of  fluid  milk  consumed  daily  in  1947,  about  500  gallons 
consisted  of  specially  designated  raw  milk  retailed  as  “ Tuberculin  Tested  ” or 
“Accredited  ”,  26,000  gallons  were  subjected  to  heat  treatment  and  sold  as 
“ Sterilised  ’’  or  “ Pasteurised  whilst  the  remainder  was  delivered  as  raw 
undesignated  milk.  The  “ Pasteurised  ’’  milk  included  a quantity  supplied  to 
schools  under  the  “ Milk  in  Schools  Scheme  At  least  80  per  cent  of  the  fluid 
milk  consumed  in  the  city  was  delivered  in  bottles. 

Details  of  the  distribution  of  milk  and  other  special  foods,  most  of  which  has 
been  taken  over  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  are  given  in  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Section  of  this  report  (page  59). 

Retail  Dairymen,  etc.  48  applications  for  registration  were  received  compared 
with  45  last  year.  Of  the  former  number  34  were  for  the  sale  of  milk  in  bottles  only.

There  are  approximately  850  milk  traders  on  the  registers,  the  majority  being 
persons  carrying  on  small  businesses  of  a general  nature  who  sell  very  small 
quantities  of  milk  for  the  convenience  of  their  customers.  About  720  of  these 
traders  sell  bottled  milk  only. 
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Graded  Milks.  4 dealers’  licences  and  1 supplementary  licence  for  “ Tuberculin 
Tested  ” milk,  1 bottler’s  and  5 supplementary  licences  for  "Accredited  ” milk, 
and  2 dealers’  and  4 pasteurisers’  licences  for  “ Pasteurised  ” milk  (H.T.S.T.,  2 ; 
and  “ Holder  ” process,  2)  were  issued  during  the  year  ; a total  of  17  licences, 
compared  with  14  in  1946. 

The  Department  endeavours  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  public  the  advantages 
of  using  specially  designated  milks,  and  all  possible  assistance  and  information  are 
given  to  dealers  and  consumers. 

Milk  ( Special  Designation)  Regulations , 1936-46.  Bacteriological  and  Chemical 
Examinations.  233  samples  of  designated  milk  were  taken  for  examination  for 
bacterial  content,  namely 

“ Tuberculin  Tested  ” Milk  ....  ....  ....  37 

" Accredited  ” Milk  ....  ....  ....  ....  94 

“ Pasteurised  ” Milk  ....  ....  ....  ....  102 

A chemical  analysis  was  also  made  of  each  sample  of  designated  milk. 

“ Tuberculin  Tested  ” Milk  and  “Accredited  ” Milk.  It  is  prescribed  that  a 
sample  of  either  of  these  two  grades  of  milk  shall  satisfy  the  methylene  blue  test, 
and  shall  not  be  found  to  contain  coliform  bacilli  in  more  than  one  of  the  three 
tubes  inoculated  with  1/1 00th  millilitre  of  the  milk  examined. 

Of  the  37  samples  of  “ Tuberculin  Tested  ” milk  taken  in  1947,  34  satisfied 
these  tests.  Of  the  94  samples  of . “Accredited  ” milk,  75  complied  with  the 
requirements. 

The  results  of  the  examinations  of  the  above-mentioned  samples  were 
communicated  to  responsible  officers  of  the  Authority  in  whose  area  the  milk  was 
produced. 

“ Pasteurised  ” Milk.  The  following  were  the  results  of  the  102  samples 
submitted  to  the  respective  tests  : —

Letters  of  caution  in  respect  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  of  “ Pasteurised  ” 
Milk  were  sent  to  the  persons  operating  the  respective  plants.  In  all  these  cases 
visits  were  paid  to  the  pasteurising  plants  and  appropriate  suggestions  and 
recommendations  were  made  to  the  operators  concerned. 
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Sterilised  Milk.  Of  92  samples  taken  for  examination  only  one  failed  to  satisfy 
the  methylene  blue  test,  the  result  of  the  phosphatase  test  in  this  case  being 
satisfactory.  Appropriate  action  was  taken  at  the  dairy  at  which  the  unsatisfactory 
sample  was  produced. 

The  results  of  the  examinations  of  all  heat  treated  milks  taken  by  this 
Authority  were  made  known  to  the  Area  Milk  Officer  at  Leeds  and  also  to  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  Milk  Division,  Thames  Ditton. 

Bacteriological  Examination  of  N on-designated  Milk.  189  samples  of  non- 
designated  milk  were  taken  for  examination  for  bacterial  content,  and  were  also 
chemically  examined.  100  proved  to  be  satisfactory  ; the  remaining  89  did  not 
comply  with  the  prescribed  tests  for  “Accredited  ” milk,  as  they  failed  to  satisfy 
the  methylene  blue  and/or  coliform  tests. 

Letters  were  sent  to  the  producers  and/or  dealers  in  the  89  cases,  and  where 
considered  advisable,  the  facts  were  communicated  to  the  appropriate  officer  of 
the  district  in  which  the  milk  was  produced. 

Examination  of  Milk  for  Tuberculosis.  Examinations  of  milk  for  tuberculosis 
by  the  Biological  Test  were  carried  out  by  Dr.  N.  T.  Whitehead,  the  Honorary 
Pathologist  to  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary. 

177  samples  were  submitted  for  examination  by  the  inoculation  of  guinea  pigs. 
Of  these,  5 were  not,  for  various  reasons,  completed.  Post-mortem  examination  of 
the  inoculated  animals  gave  the  following  results — Tb.  Negative,  165  ; Tb. 
Positive,  7.  The  percentage  of  positive  inoculations  was  4-1  compared  with  6-0 
in  1946. 

The  positive  results  of  these  examinations  were  notified  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  Regional  Veterinary  Service  who  made  the  necessary 
enquiries  and  examinations  respecting  the  affected  herds. 

In  the  7 positive  cases,  9 tubercular  animals  were  found — 3 in  one  case  and 
1 in  each  of  the  remaining  six.  All  were  sent  for  slaughter  under  the  Tuberculosis 

Order. 

Dirt  in  Milk.  No  samples  were  reported  as  dirty. 

Milk  and  Dairy  Regulations,  1926  to  1943.  129  inspections  were  made  at  dairy 
premises  within  the  city  and  appropriate  action  was  taken  where  necessary  to 
maintain  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Regulations.  Examinations  were 
also  made  of  1,160  milk  churns,  357  hand-carts  and  421  vehicles. 
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Contraventions  concerning  the  depositing  of  crates  of  bottled  milk  in  the 
streets  were  discovered  in  two  instances.  The  crates  were  deposited  by  lorries  at 
points  convenient  for  collection  by  the  roundsmen  but  remained  exposed  to 
contamination  by  dogs,  etc.,  for  a considerable  period  before  the  roundsmen 
arrived.  The  persons  or  firms  responsible  in  both  cases  were  cautioned  verbally 
and  by  letter  in  respect  of  these  infringements. 

“ Appeal  to  Cow  ” Samples.  During  the  year  26  "Appeal  to  Cow  ” samples  from 
9 herds  were  obtained  in  following  up  samples  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 
The  results  of  the  analyses  confirmed  fat  deficiency  or  the  presence  of  extraneous 
water  in  the  original  samples  to  which  they  related. 

Inspection  of  Cows.  The  work  in  connection  with  the  inspection  of  cows  in 
cowsheds  within  the  city  has,  since  the  1st  April,  1938,  in  pursuance  of  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Agricultural  Act,  1937,  been  carried  out  by  officers  appointed  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Mastitis  in  Cows.  During  the  year  2 notifications  were  received  from  the 
Divisional  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  that  cows  in 
herds  within  the  city  were  suffering  from  Mastitis.  Notices  were  served  on  the 
owners  concerned  prohibiting  the  sale  for  human  consumption  of  milk  from  the 
affected  cows  or  its  use  in  the  manufacture  of  milk  products  for  human  consumption. 

Cowsheds.  The  number  of  registered  cowsheds  in  the  city  was  50  with 
accommodation  for  1,256  cows.  185  visits  were  paid  to  the  premises  and  the 
necessary  steps  were  taken  regarding  the  abatement  of  nuisances. 

Public  Health  (i Condensed  Milk)  Regulations,  and  Public  Health  ( Dried  Milk ) 
Regulations,  1923  and  1943.  14  samples  of  condensed  milk  and  6 samples  of  infant 
milk  food  were  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  All  complied  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Regulations  in  operation. 

Ice  Cream.  During  the  year  69  applications  for  registration  were  received  ; 
1 for  the  manufacture  and  68  for  the  sale  and  for  storage  of  ice  cream.  Of  this 
number  1 application  was  withdrawn,  and  18  were  granted  subject  to  the 
applicants  concerned  furnishing  written  undertakings  to  carry  out  certain  works  or 
to  observe  certain  conditions  in  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 
8 applications  for  sale  were  not  granted  owing  to  the  premises  being  unsuitable. 

In  one  case  the  registration  granted  in  1946  was  cancelled  as  the  occupier  had 
failed  to  observe  the  terms  of  his  written  undertaking  to  shut  off  the  shop  from 
the  adjoining  premises  where  root  crops  were  being  sold. 
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At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  435  premises  on  the  register  ; 56  for  the 
manufacture  and  379  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream. 

As  a result  of  the  introduction  of  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.) 
Regulations,  1947,  an  official  methylene  blue  test  was  devised  and  recommended 
for  use  in  determining  the  cleanliness  and  bacteriological  condition  of  samples  of 
ice  cream.  Under  this  test  grading  is  determined  according  to  the  time  taken  to 
decolourise  the  methylene  blue  added  to  the  samples,  which  are  classified  in 
Provisional  Grades  I,  II,  III  and  IV  in  order  of  merit. 


73  samples  of  ice-cream  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted  for  examination 
showed  the  following  results  :

Letters  of  caution  were  addressed  to  those  persons  or  firms  whose  samples 
had  been  placed  in  Grades  III  and  IV,  and,  in  cases  where  it  was  considered 
advisable  to  do  so,  special  visits  were  paid  to  the  premises  where  the  ice  cream  had 
been  manufactured. 

Legal  proceedings  under  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations, 
1947,  were  instituted  against  a firm  in  the  city  for  failing  to  take  precautions 
against  contamination,  during  transit,  of  ice  cream  manufactured  by  them.  Three 
summonses  were  issued  against  the  firm  concerned,  who  were  fined  £5  and  £2 
costs  in  respect  of  each  of  two,  the  third  summons  being  withdrawn. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  The  number  of  samples  examined  was  2,638  of 
which  112  or  4-2  per  cent  were  adulterated,  compared  with  149  or  5-8  per  cent 
in  1946,  when  2,630  samples  were  taken.  Samples  of  milk  taken  in  Hull  numbered 
1 ,373  of  which  50  or  3-6  per  cent  were  not  genuine.  The  percentage  for  1946  was  3-9.

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  the  City  Analyst,  Mr.  D.  J.  T.  Bagnall,  a.c.g.f.c., 
f.r.i.c.,  publishes  in  his  Annual  Report  full  details  of  the  work  done  by  him  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc.  in  Food)  Regulations,  1925  to  1940.  2,210  of 
the  samples  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  were  examined  in  the 
light  of  the  above  Regulations.  139  were  found  to  contain  permissible  preserva- 
tives, and  127  samples  of  food  (other  than  butter  and  margarine)  contained 
permissible  dyes.  No  contraventions  of  the  Regulations  were  discovered. 

Labelling  of  Margarine.  72  samples  of  margarine  were  obtained.  There  were 
no  contraventions  of  the  labelling  provisions. 

Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs.  35  inspections  were  made,  namely,  19  at 
retailers’  premises,  9 at  manufactories  and  7 at  merchants’  premises.  In  two  cases 
where  retailers  had  sold  a fertiliser  without  giving  the  required  statutory  statement, 
a verbal  caution  was  given  to  the  vendor. 

16  samples  of  feeding  stuffs  and  12  of  fertilisers  were  obtained  and  submitted 
for  analysis.  One  of  the  samples  (a  feeding  stuff)  was  taken  from  a local  manu- 
facturing premises  in  the  city  at  the  request  of  another  Authority  who  was  later 
notified  of  the  result  of  the  analysis  and  of  the  action  taken. 
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1 1 feeding  stuffs  and  10  fertilisers  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory,  whilst  the 
remaining  5 samples  of  feeding  stuffs  and  2 samples  of  fertilisers  were  reported 
upon  adversely  for  various  reasons.  Appropriate  action  was  taken  by  the  Depart- 
ment in  relation  to  the  unsatisfactory  samples. 

Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act.  202  persons  applied,  in  respect  of  218  premises, 
to  have  their  names  entered  in  the  Corporation’s  list  kept  under  the  Act.  In  one 
of  these  cases  the  applicant’s  name  was  entered  in  the  list  subject,  to  the  provision 
by  him  of  a poisons  book  and  a cupboard  fitted  with  a lock.  The  names  of  24 
persons,  affecting  24  premises,  were  removed  from  the  list  as  they  either  ceased  to 
sell  poisons  or  the  premises  were  closed.  118  persons  applied  for  the  retention  of 
their  names  in  the  Corporation’s  list,  in  respect  of  258  premises.  All  the  applica- 
tions were  granted.  At  present  the  names  of  297  persons  are  entered  in  this 
Authority’s  list,  in  respect  of  453  premises. 

21  inspections  were  made  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act..  In  18  cases  it  was  found 
that  persons,  whose  names  were  not  included  in  the  Local  Authority’s  List  of 
Persons  entitled  to  sell  Poisons  included  in  Part  II  of  the  Poisons  List,  were  selling 
Phenolic  poisons  in  contravention  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  After  being 
cautioned  verbally  by  the  Inspector  in  respect  of  these  offences,  the  vendors  either 
discontinued  the  sale  of  such  poisons  or  made  application  for  the  inclusion  of  their 
names  in  the  Local  Authority’s  List. 

4 samples  of  disinfectants  were  taken  for  the  purpose  of  the  Act,  all  of  which 
were  reported  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  be  satisfactory. 

Bakehouses.  192  bakehouses,  including  88  power  factories  and  40  non-power 
factories,  are  on  the  register  ; 920  inspections  were  made  and  29  infringements  or 
defects  were  dealt  with. 

Refreshment  Room  Kitchens  and  other  Workplaces.  604  workplaces  on  the 
register,  employed  3,057  males  and  1,352  females.  441  inspections  were  made  of 
workplaces,  which  were  found  to  be  in  a clean  condition.  74  of  the  workplaces 
are  refreshment  room  kitchens,  the  others  being  used  for  fruit  sorting,  tea  packing, 
bottle  washing,  etc. 
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WORK  OF  THE  FOOD  DEPARTMENT 


The  following  is  a summary  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Chief  Food  Inspector 
and  five  assistants. 

Scope  of  Work.  Food  Inspection  is  carried  out  by  the  Chief  Food  Inspector 
and  his  assistants.  Their  duties  include  the  inspection  of  the  fish  markets,  the 
slaughterhouses,  and  of  all  meat,  fish  and  fruit  sold  in  the  city  ; of  cowsheds  and 
dairies  ; and  of  all  retail  shops  (other  than  retail  dairies)  where  food  is  sold.  Milk 
shops  and  dairies  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  staff. 
The  Chief  Food  Inspector’s  Branch  is  also  responsible  for  the  inspection  of  food 
for  the  Hull  and  Goole  Port  Health  Authority.  A further  responsibility  is  the 
administration  of  the  Performing  Animals  (Regulation)  Act,  1925. 

Slaughterhouses.  Private  slaughterhouses  in  use  during  1947  were  : — 
3 occupied  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  1 used  for  the  slaughter  of  horses  for  food  for 
human  consumption,  and  2 for  the  private  slaughter  of  pigs  by  cottagers,  etc. 
In  1939  there  were  44  in  use,  most  of  which  were  damaged  by  enemy  action  during 
the  war. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  at  6 licensed 
slaughterhouses  in  1947  and  in  previous  years  : —

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933.  There  are  now  117  persons  licensed  by  this 
Authority  to  slaughter  animals,  including  2 Jews  whose  licences  are  subject  to  their 
obtaining  the  necessary  licences  and  renewals  thereof  from  the  Rabbinical 
Commission  to  slaughter  by  the  Jewish  method  for  the  food  of  Jews.  8 licences 
which  had  expired  were  renewed  for  a further  period  of  three  years. 

During  the  year  the  question  of  the  slaughter  of  animals  by  Mohammedans 
and  the  issuing  of  the  necessary  licences  in  connection  therewith  arose  in  respect 
of  the  supply  of  meat  to  ships’  crews,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was 
authorised  to  issue  licences  to  Mohammedans,  such  licences  to  be  tenable  for  24 
hours  to  cover  the  period  required. 
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Public  Health  Meat  Regulations,  1924.  Generally,  these  Regulations  were  well 
observed  throughout  the  year,  but  cautions  were  given  from  time  to  time  to  those 
engaged  in  the  handling  and  transport  of  meat. 


The  number  of  notifications  received  by  the  Chief  Food  Inspector  involving 
the  inspection  of  foodstuffs  was  1,872.

Agreements  for  Destruction  of  Unsound  Foodstuffs.  5,916  agreements  for  the 
destruction  of  unsound  foodstuffs  were  entered  into  by  the  owners  and  the  Food 
Inspection  branch  of  the  Health  Department. 

Bacteriology.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  routine  examinations,  special 
microscopical  preparations  were  made  and  examined  from  the  blood  and  tissues 
of  74  animals  for  the  detection  of  anthrax  bacillus,  all  with  negative  results.

Food  Preparing  Premises.  Premises  registered  for  the  preparation  of  potted 
meat  and  other  foods  under  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  numbered 
263,  which  were  regularly  visited  by  the  Inspectors. 


Fish  Inspection.  The  Food  Inspection  Branch  has  an  office  on  the  Fish  Dock 
and  2 Inspectors  devote  practically  all  their  time  to  inspecting  fish  at  the  docks 
and  in  fish  shops.  The  estimated  weight  of  fish  landed  by  2,641  trawlers  was 
219,600  tons,  of  which  2,345  tons  were  found  to  be  unsound,  viz.:—

Butchers  Shops.  The  416  butchers’  and  pork  butchers’  shops,  and  other  shops 
where  meat  is  sold,  were  visited  from  time  to  time  throughout  the  year. 


Horse  Meat.  Three  shops  which  sell  horseflesh  for  human  consumption  are 
visited  regularly,  and  all  carcases  are  inspected  before  being  allowed  to  be  sold. 


Fish  and  Game  Shops,  etc.  There  were,  at  the  end  of  1947,  190  fried  fish, 
85  fish  and  game,  and  10  shellfish  shops,  and  54  fish-curing  houses  in  the  city. 
These  premises  are  visited  regularly  by  the  Inspectors  with  a view  to  ensuring 
that  the  foodstuffs  supplied  are  fresh  and  wholesome  and  that  the  premises  and 
utensils  are  maintained  in  a clean  condition. 


Restaurants  and  Cafes.  Regular  visits  throughout  the  year  resulted  in  a very 
marked  improvement  in  the  kitchens  where  the  food  is  prepared. 


Food  Control.  On  behalf  of  the  local  Food  Control  Committee  and  the  Ministry 
of  Food  288  visits  were  paid  to  premises  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  foodstuffs,

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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  material  for  this  section  has  been  supplied  largely  by  Dr.  R.  H.  Moyes, 
Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  report  in  respect  of  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospitals,  compiled  by  Dr.  S.  R.  Jamieson,  who  commenced  duty  as  the  Medical 
Superintendent  on  the  4th  July,  1947,  is  given  on  page  117. 

During  1947,  3,815  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  Department,  compared  with  2,650  in  1946.  The  increase  in  the  total  number 
of  notifications  was  mainly  due  to  the  greater  incidence  of  measles,  there  being 
1 ,279  more  cases  of  that  disease  than  in  the  previous  year.  Scarlet  fever  notifica- 
tions increased  by  306.  Notifications  of  Diphtheria  decreased  by  108  and  Whooping 
Cough  by  309.  Table  XVII,  on  page  96,  shows  notifications,  classified  in  age 
groups,  received  from  the  various  wards  in  the  city.

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Scarlet  Fever.  The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  city  in  the  last  quarter  of 
the  year  was  greatly  in  excess  of  that  during  the  previous  nine  months.  Of  the 
801  cases  notified  throughout  the  year,  361  occurred  in  the  last  three  months. 
The  total  number  of  cases  notified  was  306  more  than  in  the  previous  year  and  is 
the  largest  number  in  any  year  since  1937,  when  there  were  978  cases.  Ihe  yearly 
average  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  for  the  previous  10  years  is  553. 


509,  or  63-5  per  cent  of  the  notified  cases  were  admitted  to  the  infectious 
diseases  hospital.  This  is  much  below  the  usual  percentage  of  cases  treated  in 
hospital,  but  with  the  demand  on  the  limited  hospital  accommodation  during  the 
late  summer  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  only  certain  Scarlet  Fever 
patients  could  be  admitted. 


In  56  of  the  cases  admitted  to  hospital  the  diagnosis  of  Scarlet  bever  was  not 
confirmed.  There  were  41  secondary  cases,  i.e.,  cases  occurring  in  a family  within 
4 weeks  of  the  onset  of  a previous  case  ; in  5 instances,  2 secondary  cases  occurred 
in  the  same  house,  and  in  one  house  there  were  3 secondary  cases.  There  were 
also  10  “ return  cases  ”,  i.e.,  a case  occurring  within  4 weeks  of  the  return  home 
from  hospital  of  a patient  who  had  been  treated  there  for  Scarlet  Fever  (in  one 
house  there  were  2 return  cases  following  the  discharge  of  one  patient).  The 
“ return  case  ” rate  was  2-0  per  cent  of  those  discharged. 


2 deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever  were  registered,  one  in  the  first  quarter  and  one 
in  the  second  quarter  of  the  year. 


Diphtheria.  86  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  ; this  is  108  less  than  in  1946. 
No  death  from  diphtheria  was  registered  in  1947.  With  only  one  exception  all  the 
notified  cases  were  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital.  3 secondary  cases  occurred. 


1 of  the  notified  cases  was  a “ positive  swab  ” case  discovered  as  a result  of 
the  routine  which  has  been  followed  for  some  years,  whereby  an  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  visits  each  house  where  a case  of  diphtheria  has  occurred,  and  in  which 
there  are  child  contacts,  and  takes  swabs  from  every  child.  Where  a “ positive 
result  is  given  the  child  is  admitted  to  hospital  for  investigation. 


During  1947,  136  swabs  were  taken  from  contacts  ; in  1 instance  diphtheria 
organisms  were  found  to  be  present,  the  remainder  gave  a “ negative  result.

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In  56  of  the  86  notified  cases  the  diagnosis,  after  treatment  in  hospital,  was 
altered  to  some  disease  other  than  diphtheria  ; therefore,  only  30  “ true  ” cases 
of  diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year.

There  is  little  doubt  that  the  immunisation  of  an  ever-increasing  number  of 
children  has  been  the  chief  cause  in  the  general  decline  in  the  incidence  of  and 
deaths  from  this  disease. 


At  31st  December,  1947,  53-2  per  cent  of  children  under  15  years  of  age  in 
the  city  were  known  to  have  been  immunised.  4 fully  immunised  children  were 
treated  in  hospital  and  found  to  be  definite  cases — 1 had  a mild  attack  and  3 had 
moderate  attacks.  The  following  information  is  given  with  regard  to  these  cases  : — 
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22  other  fully  immunised  children  were  admitted  to  hospital  for  observation 
as  possible  diphtheria  cases,  but  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed. 


Anti-toxin  is  kept  at  police  stations  throughout  the  city  for  use  in  emergencies 
by  medical  practitioners.  During  the  year  5 phials  each  of  8,000  units  were 
obtained  and  used  by  various  medical  practitioners  in  the  city. 


Swabs  taken  from  persons  suspected  to  be  suffering  from  diphtheria,  or  from 
contacts  are  examined  by  the  City  Bacteriologist.  The  total  number  examined 
during  1947  was  705. 


A report  on  all  examinations,  etc.,  carried  out  by  the  City  Bacteriologist 
appears  on  page  31. 


Facilities  for  the  immunisation  of  children  at  all  ages  were  available  at  four 
clinics  where  weekly  sessions  were  held  and  monthly  immunisation  sessions  were 
held  at  9 Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics.  A mobile  unit  toured  the  streets 
and  visited  schools.  Selected  areas  were  visited  by  the  mobile  unit  and  all  parents 
of  non-immunised  children  under  5 years  of  age  were  notified  a day  or  two  before 
the  visit  was  made.  By  the  use  of  the  mobile  unit  a number  of  children  who  would 
doubtless  not  otherwise  have  been  immunised  were  given  this  protection.  The 
mobile  unit  also  called  at  schools  and  children  were  immunised  during  school 
hours  ; this  resulted  in  a lesser  number  of  absentees  than  had  been  recorded  when 
parents  were  asked  to  take  children  from  the  school  to  the  clinic. 


Every  opportunity  was  taken  to  stress  the  protective  value  of  immunisation. 
The  national  propaganda  directed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  assisted  the  local 
efforts,  which  particularly  emphasised  the  need  for  this  protection  in  children 
under  5 years  of  age.  During  the  past  5 years  28,839  children  have  been  immunised 
compared  with  9,493  in  the  preceding  five  years.  A check  on  the  disease  has  been 
produced  but  the  number  of  immunised  children  in  the  city  must  be  further 
increased  to  reach  the  desired  percentage.

Measles.  Of  the  2,145  cases  of  measles  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department 
during  1947,  1,088  occurred  in  the  first  quarter  ; 686  in  the  second  ; 294  in  the 
third  and  77  in  the  fourth  quarter.  44  cases  were  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital ; 
5 of  these  were  subsequently  found  not  to  be  suffering  from  measles. 


5 deaths  from  measles  were  registered  during  the  year,  showing  a death-rate 
of  0-02  per  1,000  of  the  population. 


Whooping  Cough.  2 deaths  from  whooping  cough  were  reported  during  the 
year,  giving  a death-rate  of  0-006  per  1,000  of  the  population  ; this  compares  with 
6 deaths  and  a rate  of  0-02  in  1946,  7 deaths  and  a rate  of  0-03  in  1945,  and  5 deaths 
and  a rate  of  0-02  in  1944.  Table  XIX  below  shows  deaths  in  age  groups. 


419  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  compared  with  728  in  1946. 
7 children  were  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital  but  in  1 instance  the  diagnosis  of 
whooping  cough  was  not  confirmed. 


Diarrhoea.  79  deaths  of  infants  under  2 years  of  age  were  recorded  during  the 
year  compared  with  47  during  1946.  The  death-rate  per  1,000  births  was  10-2 
against  6-56  for  1946,  12-8  for  1945  and  10-47  for  1944.  The  total  number  of  deaths 
at  all  ages  from  this  disease  was  79,  the  death-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population 
was  0-27.  The  death-rates  for  the  previous  3 years  were  : 1946,  0-17  ; 1945,  0-24, 
and  1944,  0-25.

Enteric  Fever . 1 case  of  typhoid  fever  was  notified  in  1947.  The  patient,  a 
man  aged  51  years,  was  treated  in  the  City  Hospital.  1 other  patient  admitted  to 
the  City  Hospital  for  observation  was  found  not  to  be  suffering  from  enteric  fever. 


No  case  of  paratyphoid  was  notified  in  1947. 


Encephalitis  Lethargica.  No  case  of  encephalitis  lethaigica  was  notified  during 
1947.  2 deaths  from  post  encephalitis  lethargica  were  registered.  1 patient 

admitted  to  the  City  Hospital  for  observation  as  a suspected  case  of  encephalitis 
lethargica  was  found  not  to  be  suffering  from  the  disease. 

Cerebro-spinal  Fever.  Of  the  persons  notified  as  suffering  fiom  cerebio-spinal 
fever,  12  were  confirmed  as  definite  cases.  11  of  these  weie  admitted  to  the  City 
Hospital  and  1 was  treated  at  the  Victoria  Hospital  for  Sick  Children. 


10  other  cases  were  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital  for  observation  but  the 
diagnosis  in  each  case  was  not  confirmed.  One  child  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital 
as  suffering  from  cerebro-spinal  fever  was  subsequently  diagnosed  as  acute 

Poliomyelitis. 
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4 deaths  were  recorded  during  the  year.  3 occurred  at  the  City  Hospital  and 
1 at  the  Victoria  Hospital  for  Sick  Children. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis.  In  June,  1947,  cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  were  notified 
as  occurring  in  various  parts  of  the  country  and  during  succeeding  weeks  the 
number  of  notifications  steadily  increased  until  the  early  part  of  September  when 
the  outbreak  reached  its  peak.  Thereafter  the  incidence  gradually  decreased  but 
cases  were  still  occurring  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  outbreak  was  widespread 
affecting  urban  and  rural  districts  as  well  as  the  larger  centres  of  population. 


The  incidence  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  in  Kingston  upon  Hull  during  the  six 
months  ending  31st  December,  1947,  was  comparatively  high,  only  5 of  the  cities 
with  a population  of  over  200,000,  namely,  Birmingham,  Manchester,  Sheffield, 
Bradford  and  Leicester  having  recorded  a large  number  of  cases.  In  Liverpool, 
Bristol  and  Leeds,  whose  populations  are  larger  than  that  of  Kingston  upon  Hull, 
the  incidence  of  the  disease  was  much  lower. 


The  outbreak  began  later  in  Kingston  upon  Hull  than  in  other  parts  of  the 
country,  the  first  case  being  notified  on  the  4th  July.  The  total  number  of  persons 
affected  was  77 — 72  suffering  from  Acute  Poliomyelitis  and  5 from  Polio- 
encephalitis. 3 deaths  occurred — a girl,  aged  5 years,  from  Poliomyelitis,  and  a 
boy,  aged  11  years,  and  a woman  aged  33  years,  from  Polio-encephalitis.  71  cases 
were  admitted  to  the  City  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital ; 2 cases  were  treated  in 
the  Victoria  Hospital  for  Sick  Children  ; 1 service  patient  was  removed  to  the 
Beverley  Emergency  Hospital ; and  3 mild  cases  were  treated  in  their  own  homes. 
41  other  persons  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital  for  observation  as  possible  cases  of 
Poliomyelitis  were  diagnosed  as  not  suffering  from  that  disease. 


Taking  the  date  of  onset  of  the  disease  in  each  case  instead  of  the  date  of 
notification  it  is  found  that  the  peak  of  the  outbreak  in  Kingston  upon  Hull  was 
reached  between  the  week  ending  19th  July  and  the  week  ending  6th  September, 
the  largest  number  of  cases  in  any  one  week — 10 — occurring  during  the  last  week. 
Following  this  there  was  a sharp  decline  during  September  with  only  one  or  two 
cases  weekly  to  the  week  ending  15th  November,  after  which  no  further  case 
occurred.

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The  above  shows  an  attack-rate  of  0*27  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  a 
case  mortality  of  3-9  per  cent.  During  the  3rd  and  4th  quarters  of  the  year  the 
number  of  cases  of  Poliomyeletis  and  Polio-encephalitis  in  England  and  Wales  was 
7,297  with  642  deaths.  Based  on  the  estimated  population  at  31st  December,  1947, 
this  gives  a corresponding  attack-rate  of  0T7  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  a 
case-mortality  of  8-8  per  cent. 

No  one  area  of  the  city  was  affected  more  than  another.  In  one  family,  boys 
aged  3 and  4 years  both  developed  Acute  Poliomyelitis  with  one  week  between 
the  dates  of  onset.  In  another  family  a boy  aged  12  months  developed  the  disease 
82  days  after  his  sister,  aged  5 years,  who  was  one  of  the  fatal  cases. 

As  mentioned  previously,  with  the  exception  of  3 cases,  the  patients  were 
treated  in  hospital,  the  majority  being  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital.  With  the 
limited  accommodation  available  it  was  necessary  to  discharge  to  their  homes 
patients  occupying  the  Scarlet  Fever  ward,  and  to  accommodate  cases  of  polio- 
myelitis in  the  beds  thus  freed.  This  restricted  the  admission  of  Scarlet  Fever 
patients  to  urgent  or  necessitous  cases  until  the  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis  subsided. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  artificial  respirators  at  various  hospitals  in 
the  city  to  be  transferred  to  the  City  Hospital  and  one  was  loaned  by  the  Beverley 
Emergency  Hospital  when  cases  were  most  numerous.  By  this  means  a respirator 
was  immediately  available  for  any  patient  when  required. 

The  services  of  a consultant  orthopaedic  surgeon  were  available  at  the  City 
Hospital,  and,  on  convalescence,  patients  were  discharged  to  their  homes  and 
arrangements  made  for  orthopaedic  treatment  at  hospital  out-patient  departments 
or  at  orthopaedic  clinics.  Where  it  was  advisable  to  give  such  treatment  in  hospital, 
patients  were  transferred  to  a hospital  where  facilities  were  available.

All  patients  with  paralysis  were  visited  periodically  on  their  return  home  from 
hospital  and  advice  and  assistance  given  where  necessary.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
5 patients  were  still  under  treatment  at  the  Adela  Shaw  Hospital,  Kirbymoorside, 

4 at  the  Beverley  Emergency  Hospital  and  2 at  the  Pinder  Fields  Hospital, 
Wakefield.  9 of  those  discharged  from  the  Beverley  Emergency  Hospital  were 
attending  the  out-patient  Department,  Hull  Royal  Infirmary,  for  continuation  of 
orthopaedic  treatment,  whilst  others  were  receiving  similar  attention  at  the  Victoiia 
Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  Park  Street,  and  at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinics. 

Pneumonia.  12  cases  of  acute  influenzal  pneumonia  and  136  of  acute  primary 
pneumonia  were  notified  ; 15  of  these  148  patients  died.  This  is  equivalent  to  a 
case  mortality  of  10-0  per  cent.  The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the 
year  from  all  forms  of  pneumonia  was  281. 

Dysentery.  5 cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year.  They  were 
all  of  a very  mild  type.  1 case  was  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital,  1 to  the  Beverley 
Road  Hospital  and  1 to  the  Anlaby  Road  Hospital. 

Malaria.  2 cases  of  malaria  were  reported  ; both  were  seamen  who  had 
contracted  the  disease  abroad.  No  case  of  induced  malaria  was  notified. 

Weil’s  Disease.  One  case  of  leptospirochaetal  jaundice  was  reported.  The 
patient,  an  adult  male,  was  employed  as  a fishworker.  He  made  a good  recovery. 

Smallpox.  No  case  of  smallpox  was  reported  in  Kingston  upon  Hull. 

In  view  of  the  cases  of  smallpox  which  occurred  at  Grimsby  and  elsewhere 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  special  precautions  were  taken  on  the  admission  of 
casuals  to  the  Anlaby  Road  and  Beverley  Road  Institutions  and  the  persons  in 
charge  of  common  lodging  houses  were  requested  to  inform  the  Department 
immediately  of  any  sickness  amongst  those  arriving  from  other  towns. 

A few  contacts  arrived  in  Hull  and  were  kept  under  surveillance  ; fortunately 
none  developed  smallpox. 

Medical  Examination  of  suspected  Infectious  Cases.  The  services  of  medical 
officers  of  the  Health  Department  were  available  to  general  practitioners  to  assist 
in  the  diagnosis  of  suspected  cases  of  infectious  disease  and  83  visits  were  made 
during  the  year  for  this  purpose. 
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Vaccinations.  130  vaccinations  (38  primary  and  92  re-vaccinations)  were 
performed  by  the  medical  staff  of  the  Health  Department  during  the  year.  121  of 
the  persons  vaccinated  were  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department. 
Successful  results  were  obtained  in  all  but  one  of  the  primary  vaccinations  and  in 
76  of  the  re-vaccinations.

Table  XXI  gives  information  relating  to  the  vaccinations  performed  during 
1947.  It  is,  of  course,  impossible  to  give  a complete  vaccination  return  in  respect 
of  all  the  births  registered  during  this  period,  owing  to  the  time  allowed  by  the 
Vaccination  Acts  for  vaccination,  etc.,  to  be  carried  out. 
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Influenza.  Influenza  was  prevalent  during  the  first  quarter  of  1947.  Of  the 
1 1 deaths  from  this  disease  9 occurred  in  the  first  3 months  of  the  year. 


Food  Poisoning.  The  Kingston  upon  Hull  Corporation  Act,  1930,  provided 
for  compulsory  notification  by  medical  practitioners  of  definite  or  suspected  cases 
of  food  poisoning.  The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  has  since  made  the  notification 
of  such  cases  obligatory  throughout  the  country. 

During  1947  only  2 cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  notified.  The  cases 
were  of  a mild  character  and  enquiry  made  concerning  the  circumstances  gave  no 
definite  evidence  as  to  any  particular  foodstuff  being  the  causal  agent. 


Scabies  Order,  1941.  613  visits  were  made  to  the  homes  of  persons  reported  to 
be  suffering  from  scabies  and  766  persons  found  to  be  infected  were  advised  as  to 
treatment.  They  were  kept  under  surveillance  until  certified  free  from  infection. 
46  other  persons  who  were  reported  to  be  in  a verminous  condition  were  visited 
and  arrangements  made  for  them  to  be  satisfactorily  cleansed.

Owing  to  difficulty  in  the  provision  of  staff  and  accommodation  at  the  Beverley 
Road  Hospital  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  discontinue  treatment  facilities  there 
in  April,  1947,  and  consequently  all  affected  persons  had  to  be  treated  at  the 
Disinfecting  Station. 


The  treatment  consisted  of  a hot  bath  followed  by  the  application  of  Benzyl- 
benzoate.  In  cases  where  it  was  inadvisable  to  use  Benzyl-benzoate,  sulphur 
baths  were  given. 

Disinfecting  Station.  In  addition  to  the  work  carried  out  under  the  Scabies 
Order,  34  midwives  who  had  been  in  contact  with  infectious  disease  had  baths 
and  had  their  clothing  disinfected.  The  total  number  of  articles  of  bedding, 
clothing,  etc.,  disinfected  was  34,542,  978  library  books  were  fumigated  and  the 
disinfecting  staff  carried  out  fumigation  of  1,091  premises.

The  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  admitted  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year  was  due  to  the  outbreak  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  and  the  increased  incidence  of 
Scarlet  Fever. 
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Evan  Fraser  Hospital,  Sutton. 

The  Evan  Fraser  Smallpox  Hospital  has  accommodation  for  150  patients. 
No  patient  was  admitted  during  1947. 

The  hospital  was  erected  in  1900  to  meet  the  emergency  arising  from  the 
occurrence  of  an  epidemic  of  smallpox.  Owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of 
the  buildings  generally  it  was  considered  to  be  unsuitable  for  further  use  as  a 
hospital.  As  a temporary  arrangement  the  adaptation  of  two  huts  at  the  City 
Hospital  to  provide  accommodation  for  20  smallpox  patients  was  proceeded  with. 
Through  lack  of  hospital  accommodation  for  smallpox  cases  in  the  area  of  the 
East  Riding  County  Council  the  arrangements  provided  for  the  allocation  of  a 
number  of  these  beds  for  cases  from  the  East  Riding. 

Bacteriological  Examinations.  A summary  of  examinations  carried  out  in  the 
City  Laboratories  is  given  on  page  31. 

A large  number  of  specimens  was  examined  by  the  Medical  Superintendent 
in  the  laboratory  attached  to  the  City  Hospital  and  the  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium, 
Cottingham. 

The  Hon.  Pathologist  of  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary,  Dr.  N.  T.  Whitehead,  is 
responsible  for  the  pathological  examinations  under  the  venereal  diseases  scheme 
and  for  the  examination  of  milk  for  tuberculosis  by  the  biological  test.

Cancer 


Cancer  was  the  cause  of  513  deaths  in  1947  compared  with  528  in  1946  and 
500  in  1945,  the  death-rates  being  respectively  1-77,  1*90  and  2*03  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  Mortality  from  cancer  has  generally,  with  few  exceptions,  shown  an 
upward  tendency,  but  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  modern  methods  of  diagnosis 
have  secured  much  greater  accuracy  in  statistics  of  the  incidence  of  cancer. 


Cancer  Act,  1939.  The  Yorkshire  Cancer  Scheme  was  held  in  abeyance  pending- 
operation  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  and  it  was  therefore  thought 
advisable  to  proceed  with  temporary  arrangements  to  meet  locally  the  provisions 
of  the  Cancer  Act,  1939.  During  the  war  years  operation  of  the  Cancer  Act  had 
been  deferred,  but  it  was  considered  that  some  action  should  be  taken  to  provide, 
as  far  as  the  limited  facilities  would  allow,  the  service  envisaged  by  the  Cancer  x\ct. 


On  the  4th  June,  1947,  a radiotherapy  centre,  forming  part  of  the  Regional 
Scheme  inaugurated  by  Leeds  University,  commenced  at  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary 
and  Dr.  J.  R.  Nuttall,  Leeds,  took  charge.  The  cost  of  general  administration  of 
the  Centre  and  provision  of  equipment  was  borne  by  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary 
Board  and  the  Kingston  upon  Hull  Corporation  undertook  responsibility  for  the 
maintenance  of  those  cases  referred  to  the  Leeds  General  Infirmary  for  treatment 
which  could  not  be  provided  in  the  local  hospitals.  The  Corporation  also  provided 
travelling  facilities  for  the  cases  sent  to  Leeds  and,  where  necessary,  for  the 
attendance  of  patients  at  the  local  Centre. 


These  arrangements  were  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  part  of  the 
proposed  scheme  to  be  ultimately  submitted  in  accordance  with  the  Cancer  Act, 
1939. 

H 
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In  December,  1947,  a Radiotherapist  was  appointed  to  the  staff  of  the  Leeds 
organisation  to  reside  in  Hull  and  take  duty  at  the  local  Centre.  This  appointment 
provided  a complete  liason  between  the  local  unit  and  the  Centre  at  Leeds. 


During  the  seven  months  ending  31st  December,  1947,  269  new  patients  were 
examined  and  356  follow-up  examinations  were  made  at  the  Centre.  17  radium 
treatments  and  1,247  X-ray  treatments  were  carried  out.  4 cases  were  admitted 
for  in-patient  treatment  and  1 person  attended  for  examination  at  the  Leeds 
General  Infirmary.  The  Hull  Voluntary  Hospitals  Council  made  a grant  towards 
the  maintenance  cost  of  two  of  the  patients  admitted  to  the  Leeds  General 
Infirmary. 


British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign.  Meetings  of  the  Propaganda  Committee 
of  the  Yorkshire  Council  were  held  during  the  year  when  consideration  was  given 
to  the  propaganda  programme  by  newspaper  advertising,  pamphlets,  talks,  post- 
graduate lectures  and  leaflets.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  necessity  for  the 
public  to  realise  the  value  of  early  diagnosis  of  cancer.  Work  at  the  Research 
Centres  at  Leeds  and  Sheffield  Universities  is  being  carried  on  more  actively  than 
ever  before,  and  is  expanding  in  many  directions. 


Radium.  The  supply  of  radium  belonging  to  the  Corporation  was  placed 
during  the  war  in  the  custody  and  administration  of  the  Hull  Radium  Trust,  for 
use  in  the  treatment  of  patients.  The  radium  is  stored  in  specially  constructed 
containers  at  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary  where  it  is  available,  as  required,  for  the 
Municipal  and  Voluntary  Hospitals  and  for  the  private  nursing  homes  in  the  city.

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Heart  Disease 

This  disease  was  the  cause  of  929  deaths  compared  with  968  in  1946  and  897 
in  1945.  the  death-rates  per  1,000  of  the  population  being  3-2,  3-5  and  3 7 
respectively.  Heart  disease  was  the  cause  of  26  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  during 
1947. 


Inter-Cranial  Vascular  Lesions 

Diseases  included  in  this  classification,  chiefly  cerebral  haemorrhage,  were  the 
causes  of  death  in  379  cases,  or  1*3  per  1,000  of  the  population.  This  compares 
with  329  deaths  in  1946  or  a rate  of  T2. 


Bronchitis 

There  were  218  deaths  from  bronchitis  compared  with  171  in  1946  and  168 
in  1945.  The  death-rates  per  1,000  of  the  population  were  respectively  0*75,  0*61 
and  0-68  ; the  total  death-rate  in  1947  from  non-tuberculous  respiratory  diseases, 
chiefly  bronchitis  and  pneumonia,  was  T85.

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Many  cases  sent  into  hospital  as  diphtheria  proved  on  further  investigation 
to  be  suffering  from  some  other  disease.  Of  the  91  cases  notified  and  admitted  as 
diphtheria  in  1947,  the  diagnosis  was  confirmed  in  29,  both  figures  including  carriers.

The  re-diagnosed  cases  are  excluded  from  the  hospital  diphtheria  tables  and 
included  under  the  appropriate  table  according  to  the  final  hospital  diagnosis. 
The  hospital  diphtheria  tables  contain,  in  addition,  cases  which  proved  to  be 
diphtheria  but  were  sent  in  as  some  other  condition. 

Diphtheria  “ carriers  ” are  cases  where  there  are  no  clinical  signs  of  diphtheria, 
but  where  the  diphtheria  bacillus  has  been  found  in  throat,  nose  or  other  site. 
Such  cases,  though  they  need  isolation,  are  not  suffering  from  diphtheria,  and 
therefore  should  not  be  included  in  the  final  statistics,  and  especially  in  the 
calculation  of  the  death-rate.  There  were  2 " carriers  ” in  the  total  of  91  diphtheria 
cases  but  these  are  omitted  from  the  following  tables,  which  show  true  clinical 
diphtheria  only. 

The  diagnosis  was  confirmed  in  every  case  by  bacteriological  examination. 
The  cases  re-diagnosed  as  tonsillitis  all  gave  at  least  three  successive  negative 
swabs  on  admission. 

Faucial  and  laryngeal  diphtheria  differ  so  much  in  symptoms,  treatment  and 
outcome  that  it  is  essential  to  deal  with  them  separately,  and  the  following  tables 
show  the  figures  for  1947  compared  with  previous  years,  in  each  type  of  disease.

The  average  duration  of  treatment  of  the  diphtheria  cases  discharged  during 

the  year  was  49  days.  This  compares  with  57  days  in  1946  and  51  days  in  1945. 
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It  is  still  necessary  to  stress  the  need  for  rapidity  in  dealing  with  diphtheria 
or  suspected  diphtheria.  Swab  results  should  not  be  waited  for  but  treatment  or 
removal  to  hospital  should  be  carried  out  if  the  clinical  findings  suggest  diphtheria.

The  average  duration  of  treatment  in  hospital  was  21  days,  as  compared  with 
30-3  days  in  1946.  A number  of  the  severer  cases  received  Streptococcus 
(scarlatinal)  antitoxin,  either  on  admission  to  hospital  or  during  the  days 
immediately  following.  A very  mild  type  of  scarlet  fever  was  prevalent,  as  is  shown 
by  the  recovery  almost  of  every  case,  and  the  low  figures  for  complications. 


Revision  of  notified  diagnosis.  Of  the  545  cases  admitted  during  the  year, 
notified  as  scarlet  fever,  this  diagnosis  was  confirmed  in  485.  The  remaining  60,

died. 


Of  the  90  cases  admitted,  16  were  discharged  home  with  no  residual  paralysis, 
49  were  transferred  to  Orthopaedic  Hospitals  at  the  end  of  one  month  and  25  cases 
of  partial  paralysis  were  discharged  home  to  attend  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic. 
Mr.  Blair,  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  attended  and  advised  on  the  orthopaedic  treatment 
of  cases  admitted  with  paralysis. 

Clinical  Features  of  Cases  on  admission 

All  observation  cases  were  admitted  to  cubicles  and  discharged  at  the  end  of 
one  week  if  they  showed  no  paralysis. 

70  per  cent  of  cases  showed  paralysis  on  admission  and  30  per  cent  showed 
signs  of  polioencephalitis  with  no  immediate  paralysis.  The  paralysed  cases  gave 
a history  of  initial  symptoms  : 

(1)  Respiratory — coryza,  sore  throat  or  cough. 

(2)  Gastro-Intestinal — vomiting,  diarrhoea  and  constipation. 

Polioencephalitic  cases  were  divided  into  two  groups  : — 

(a)  Meningitic  type. 

(b)  Bulbar  type. 
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(a)  Meningitic  type  : Meningitic  cases  complained  of  headache,  pain  in  the 
back  with  nuchal  rigidity  and  were  unable  to  kiss  the  knee  owing  to  spinal  rigidity. 
L.P.  at  this  stage  showed  mixed  pleocytosis  of  polymorphonuclear  and  mononuclear 
cells  between  50-300  per  cmm.,  increased  protein,  normal  chlorides  (720-750  mgms. 
per  cmm.).  Several  of  these  cases  cleared  up  and  showed  no  residual  paralysis. 

(b)  Bulbar  type  : This  may  be  mild  or  severe.  The  mild  type  usually  began 
with  meningitic  symptoms  and  showed  slight  residual  paralysis,  chiefly  a unilateral 
facial  paralysis.  The  severe  type  showed  widespread  paralysis  of  muscles  of 
articulation  and  deglutition  with  interference  with  the  medullary,  cardiovascular 
and  respiratory  centres.  These  severe  types  were  either  semi-comatose,  cyanosed 
and  unable  to  speak  or  swallow  and  had  a great  collection  of  frothy  mucus  in  the 
mouth  and  pharynx,  while  other  cases  were  delirious,  very  restless  with  marked 
slurring  of  speech  and  facial  paralysis.  One  case  showed  signs  of  encephalitis 
lethargica.  All  had  marked  respiratory  embarrassment  and  required  nursing  in 
the  Both  Respirator  with  close  attention  to  bladder  and  bowel. 

The  onset  of  paralysis  in  all  these  types  of  poliomyelitis  was  from  12  hours  up 
to  six  days  later.  Pain  and  tenderness  was  not  a feature  of  the  onset  and  was  only 
seen  in  patients  who  showed  paralysis  of  the  lower  limbs,  and  the  pain  was  chiefly 
confined  to  the  lumbar  area.  The  affected  muscles  became  flaccid  and  the  tendon 
reflexes  disappeared  in  the  majority  of  cases  only  when  the  paralysis  was  complete. 
In  the  majority  of  cases  the  lower  limbs  and  trunk  were  affected  and  retention  of 
urine  was  common  in  bilateral  lower  limb  paralysis. 

Respiratory  paralysis  developed  in  three  ways  : — 

(1)  at  the  same  time  as  paralysis  of  trunk  and  limbs  ; 

(2)  as  a sequel  to  an  ascending  paralysis  creeping  up  from  the  lower 
limbs  ; and 

(3)  as  a symptom  of  bulbar  paralysis. 

Treatment . All  cases  were  kept  in  hospital  for  a minimum  period  of  three 
weeks  before  being  sent  home  or  transferred  to  an  Orthopaedic  Hospital.  The 
paralysed  limbs  were  put  up  in  the  position  of  maximum  rest  for  the  muscles  but 
rigid  splinting  was  not  used.  All  beds  had  fracture  boards  and  cases  with  leg 
paralysis  had  a cage  to  keep  off  the  bed  clothes  with  the  limb  lying  in  a half  box 
splint  lined  with  cotton  wool  and  not  bandaged.  Babies  who  would  not  keep  on 
leg  splints  had  light  plasters  applied  for  fourteen  days  and  then  removed  and 
reapplied  if  required.  Cases  of  arm  paralysis  were  fitted  with  a Jones  abduction 
splint. 
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Treatment  of  Polioencephalitis  showing  bulbar  respiratory  paralysis.  These  cases 
were  nursed  in  the  Both  Respirator.  In  the  severe  bulbar  cases  all  fluids  by  mouth 
were  stopped  and  the  patient  was  given  continuous  rectal  salines,  two  pints  in 
twenty-four  hours,  until  the  patient  was  able  to  swallow  normally.  This  stage 
usually  lasted  three  to  four  days  and  during  that  time  the  patient  was  catheterised 
morning  and  evening.  Where  there  was  excessive  collection  of  frothy  mucus  in 
the  pharynx  1/200  gr.  atropine  sulphate  b.i.d.  was  given  with  good  results.  Morphia 
in  small  doses  was  given  where  there  was  great  restlessness. 

The  average  stay  in  the  Both  Respirator  for  these  cases  and  those  showing 
non-bulbar  respiratory  paralysis  was  usually  seven  days  except  in  one  case  where 
there  was  a strong  element  ol  fear  when  the  period  was  prolonged  until  the  patient 
had  confidence  in  herself. 

Penicillin  and  sulphonamides  were  given  to  all  cases  of  polioencephalitis.

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In  comparing  data  pertaining  to  the  current  year  with  those  of  former  years, 
caution  must  be  exercised  since  the  Table  takes  no  account  of  fluctuating  popula- 
tion, changes  in  the  age-distribution  of  the  two  sexes  and  other  inconstant  factors. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  that  in  1947  there  were  50  fewer  cases  notified 
and  16  more  deaths  than  in  1946,  the  number  of  deaths  (223)  approximating  to 
the  figure  of  207  in  each  of  the  years  1946  and  1945,  but  being  10  per  cent  higher 
than  the  low  record  figure  of  202  in  1944. 


Whereas,  in  1945  and  1946,  there  had  been  a tendency  for  newly  notified  cases 
to  increase,  the  total  (457)  for  1947  is  again  lower.  Annual  notifications  of  tuber- 
culosis of  all  types  for  the  past  10  years  have  varied  from  423  in  1941  to  a maximum 
of  527  in  1945,  the  mean  being  475.  These  yearly  variations  are  dependent  on  a 
number  of  variable  factors — population  changes,  intensity  of  “ case-finding  ” 
efforts,  use  of  Mass  Radiography,  etc.  It  is  probably  true  that  there  is  a fairly 
constant  amount  of  tuberculosis  among  our  population.  Notification  figures  reveal 
only  that  amount  of  the  total  tuberculosis  infection  existing  in  the  community 
that  is  being  brought  to  light  in  any  particular  year.  The  number  of  notifications 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  has  fluctuated  in  the  past  10  years  between  334  in  1939, 
the  lowest  recorded  figure,  and  a maximum  of  428  in  1946.  In  that  year  upwards 
of  10,000  persons  were  X-rayed  by  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit,  of  whom 
38  had  active  disease  and  were  notified,  and  83  had  inactive  disease,  some  of  whom 
were  notified.  Thus,  notifications  in  1946  were  increased  accordingly,  due  to  a 
factor  which  was  not  operative  in  former  years. 


In  1947  approximately  5,000  persons  submitted  themselves  to  Mass  Radio- 
graphy with  the  result  that  12  were  found  to  have  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
and  were  notified,  and  are  included  in  the  total  of  371  new  pulmonary  notifications 
in  the  current  year.  This  figure  (371)  has  altered  relatively  little  in  the  years  since 
1938  (1945  and  1946  excepted)  ; the  mean  for  the  10-year  period  1938-1947,  is  381. 


Notifications  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  numbered  86  in  1947  and  have 
only  twice  been  lower  since  1938  (79  in  1946  ; 82  in  1941).  Cases  of  non-pulmonary 
disease  are  usually  overt,  more  readily  recognisable  clinically,  and  are  independent 
of  such  methods  of  ascertainment  as  Mass  Radiography.  Their  numbers  might, 
therefore,  be  assumed  to  fluctuate  more  narrowly  from  year  to  year,  in  comparison 
with  pulmonary  cases.  In  fact,  the  present  total  (86)  is  10  fewer  than  the  mean 
figure  (96)  for  the  past  10-year  period. 

K 
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Infection  resulting  from  Bovine  Tubercle  is  probably  responsible  for  an 
over-all  proportion  of  30  per  cent  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculous  disease.  It  is 
disappointing,  therefore,  that  non-pulmonary  notifications  do  not  show  a steady 
decline.  Bovine  Tuberculosis,  as  it  affects  human  beings,  is  capable  of  elimination 
within  a relatively  short  period  of  years  and  has,  in  fact,  been  eradicated  in  certain 
areas  of  the  world  outside  Great  Britain. 

As  in  recent  years  there  was,  in  1947,  a marked  contrast  in  the  age-distribution 
of  mortality  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  between  the  sexes. 

Female  deaths  in  the  age-group  15-35  years  amounted  to  65  per  cent  of  the 
total  female  deaths  from  phthisis  ; the  equivalent  percentage  for  males  was  28. 
Obversely,  72  per  cent  of  male  deaths  from  phthisis  occurred  at  35  years  and  over, 
compared  with  30  per  cent  of  female  deaths  in  these  older  age-groups.  Particularly 
in  the  period  of  life  known  as  “ middle-age  ” does  the  male  mortality  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  considerably  exceed  the  female  rate — a finding  universal 
in  civilised  communities  and  most  definite  in  large  urban  centres.  This  retardation 
of  decline,  or  actual  rise  in  the  mortality  of  “ middle-aged  ” males  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  seems  to  be  associated  with  occupational  life  and  hazards,  industrial 
fatigue  and  strain,  to  which  women,  generally,  are  less  subjected. 

The  relatively  high  tuberculosis  mortality  rate  among  young  women  (15-25 
years)  continued  in  1947.  Unfortunately,  the  decline  in  the  numbers  of  deaths  in 
this  group,  noticeable  in  the  period  1944-1946,  received  a check  in  1947,  as  will 
be  apparent  from  the  Table  below. 

It  is  obvious  that  it  is  upon  these  two  groups — adolescent  women  and  middle- 
aged  men — that  future  efforts  towards  the  early  discovery  of  lung  disease  must 
be  concentrated.

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It  will  be  noted  that,  in  1947,  the  number  of  deaths  in  females  in  this  age-group 
again  exceeds  the  mortality  in  males,  the  excess  being  in  a ratio  of  3 female  deaths 
to  each  male  death. 


There  was,  also,  a check  to  the  downward  trend  noted  in  the  period  1944-46  ; 
deaths  of  females  in  this  age-group  in  1947  represented  15  per  cent  of  all  deaths 
from  tuberculosis  in  the  city,  compared  with  an  average  of  12  per  cent  in  the 
period  1944-46  ; and,  in  the  period  1941-43,  16  per  cent. 


The  earlier  development  of  puberty  in  the  female  sex,  and  physical  stresses 
associated  with  puberty  and  maturation  into  womanhood  have  been  blamed  for 
the  increased  incidence  and  severity  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  adolescent 
women.  Dr.  D’Arcy  Hart  has  pointed  out,  too,  the  dangers  inherent  in 
industrialisation.  Young  girls  straight  from  school  are  exposed  to  some  extra  risk 
of  infection  when  they  enter  industry,  there  to  work  alongside  older  persons. 
That  being  true,  it  is  increasingly  necessary  that  all  means  of  prevention  should  be 
adopted  in  shop,  office  or  factory,  no  less  than  in  school  and  family  life,  to  protect 
young  women  who  are  at  this  susceptible  age. 


The  following  Table  compares  deaths  and  death-rates  of  Kingston  upon  Hull 
with  those  of  England  and  Wales  for  1947  and  previous  years.

Mortality  per  100,000  Population 
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The  total  number  (223)  of  deaths  from  all  types  of  tuberculosis  in  1947  is 
21  more  than  the  record  low  figure  (202)  in  1944,  and  exceeds  the  annual  total  for 
each  of  the  past  2 years  by  16.  The  death-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  in  the 
case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  0-64  ; for  non-pulmonary  disease  the  corres- 
ponding rate  is  0T3. 


In  comparison  with  the  corresponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales,  death-rates 
for  tuberculosis  in  Hull  remained  high  as  in  former  years,  but  to  no  single  factor — 
social  and  housing  conditions,  types  of  industry,  level  of  real  wages,  etc. — could 
the  cause  be  attributed  save  that  similar  death-rates  were  recorded  for  most  other 
industrial  centres  and  large  ports,  tuberculosis,  apparently,  flourishing  in  such 
environments. 


It  is  apparent  from  the  preceding  table  that,  while  the  pulmonary  death-rate 
remains  the  same  (0*64  per  1,000  population)  as  in  1946,  the  total  death-rate 
arising  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  is  slightly  more  (0*77)  than  the  low-record 
figure  of  0*74  in  1946. 


It  is  unsatisfactory  that  deaths  in  both  categories  of  the  disease  do  not 
decrease  steadily  and  that,  in  fact,  the  death-rate  from  non-pulmonary  disease  has 
risen  in  the  current  year.  In  both  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  disease  the 
death-rates  still  exceed  the  comparable  figures  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole 
in  a proportion  of  approximately  50  per  cent. 


However,  since  1917,  the  over-all  tuberculosis  death-rate  in  the  city  has  been 
reduced  by  more  than  50  per  cent,  by  30  per  cent  since  1927,  and  is  16  per  cent  less 
than  it  was  in  1938  and  in  1945. 


Deaths  from  tuberculosis  in  1947  were  6-6  per  cent  of  deaths  from  all  causes 
in  the  city,  compared  with  12*8  in  1917. 


Tuberculous  Meningitis.  In  1947  tuberculous  meningitis  was  certified  to  be 
the  principal  or  a secondary  cause  of  death  of  23  Hull  persons,  of  whom  2 were 
patients  who  died  in  hospitals  in  Leeds  and  Crewe  respectively. 
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Of  the  23  persons,  5 were  known  to  have  had  tuberculosis  elsewhere  in  the 
body  for  some  time  prior  to  death  from  meningitis,  the  development  of  which 
being  merely  a terminal  event.  11  (48  per  cent)  of  meningitis  deaths  occurred  in 
children  under  5,  and  5 in  children  between  5 and  10  years  of  age,  the  remainder 
being  of  adolescents  or  young  adults. 


In  5 instances  the  fatal  infection  could  reasonably  be  attributed  to  an 
infecting  human  source  in  the  family  already  known  to  the  Department.  One 
death  was  that  of  a student  nurse  in  a general  hospital  who  contracted  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  which  was  followed  three  months  later  by  death  from  meningitis. 
Thus,  in  6 (26  per  cent)  of  the  total  of  23  deaths,  there  had  been  opportunity  of 
infection  either  at  home  or  at  work.  There  is  no  doubt  that  a higher  proportion  of 
deaths  would  have  been  traceable  to  infection  from  a human  source  had  it  been 
possible  to  examine  all  family  contacts.  It  is  disheartening  that,  in  our  efforts  to 
discover  the  infecting  source  in  this  and  other  types  of  tuberculosis  (and  thereby 
minimise  the  danger  of  further  infectivity),  contacts  so  often  refuse  to  be  examined. 
Where  investigation  has  been  done  in  this  country  it  has  been  found  constantly 
that  3 out  of  every  4 meningitis  deaths  result  from  direct  contact  with  a phthisical 
person,  usually  in  the  same  household,  group  or  class.  Such  a transmitter  of 
infection  may  be  unaware  that  he  or  she  is  tuberculous  and,  therefore,  a potential 
danger  to  others,  especially  to  infants  and  children. 


The  remainder  (25  per  cent)  of  deaths  from  meningitis  are  caused  directly 
by  the  consumption  of  tubercle-infected  milk.  Bovine  tuberculosis,  as  it  affects 
children,  can  be  prevented  by  giving  to  young  children  only  milk  from  an  attested 
animal  or  herd,  or  heat-treated  milk.  Human  tuberculosis  as  a cause  of  meningitis 
is  less  readily  controllable,  but  speedy  provision  of  more  treatment  and  isolation 
beds  for  phthisical  persons,  combined  with  the  re-housing  of  tuberculous  families 
where  overcrowding  exists,  as  it  does  so  often,  are  urgently  necessary  if  tuberculous 
meningitis  is  to  cease  to  take  its  annual  toll  of  child-life. 


The  figure  of  23  deaths  in  1947  from  meningitis  nearly  equals  the  high  average 
number  of  deaths  each  year  during  the  earlier  war-years  1940-43  when  the 
incidence  of  tuberculous  meningitis  rose  considerably  in  this  and  other  large 

industrial  areas. 
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Reference  must  be  made  to  the  more  hopeful  prospects  of  recovery  now 
facing  sufferers  from  this  grave  disease,  since  the  discovery  of  Streptomycin. 
Like  penicillin,  an  antibiotic,  this  drug  was  first  isolated  and  submitted  to  clinical 
trial  by  American  workers  in  1945-46.  In  1947  the  world  supply  still  came  mainly 
from  America,  but  small  quantities  of  the  imported  drug  became  available  in  this 
country.  Streptomycin  treatment  centres  were  set  up  by  the  Medical  Research 
Council  in  September,  1947,  and  for  the  first  time  selected  patients  from  Hull 
could  be  sent  for  treatment  to  the  centre  based  on  Leeds  Infirmary.  In  this  way 
we  were  enabled  to  provide  treatment  for  several  children  in  the  latter  part  of 
1947,  with  results  that  were  promising  and  in  a few  cases  successful. 

Before  the  advent  of  Streptomycin,  tuberculous  meningitis  was  invariably 
fatal,  but  by  the  early  use  of  the  drug  the  lives  of  1 in  every  2 or  3 patients  may 
now  be  saved.  The  disease  is  preventible  and  may  in  time  be  eradicated  from  our 
midst.  Until  we  can  accomplish  this  desirable  result  the  use  of  Streptomycin  (or 
other  antibiotic  yet  to  be  discovered)  seems  certain  to  reduce  the  mortality  arising 
from  tuberculous  meningitis,  the  brunt  of  which  has  always  been  borne  by  infants 
and  young  children.

The  number  of  cases  notified  in  any  particular  year  is  a measure  of  the  amount 
of  tuberculous  disease  that  is  being  brought  to  light  in  that  year  and  may  be 
compared  with  the  numbers  notified  in  previous  years.  Notifications  do  not 
necessarily  reveal,  however,  the  actual  incidence  of  tuberculosis  that  occurs  in  a 
community. 
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Dispensary  System.  The  notified  cases  attend  at  one  of  the  two  dispensaries, 
unless  arrangements  are  made  for  receiving  treatment  elsewhere. 


Of  the  470  cases  notified,  a number  were  moribund  at  the  time  of  notification, 
whilst  others  were  either  removed  to  institutions  for  treatment  or  remained  under 
the  care  of  their  own  medical  attendants.  The  balance,,  numbering  356,  attended 
the  dispensaries.  In  addition,  1,533  suspected  cases  or  contacts  attended  the 
dispensaries,  making  1,889  new  patients  who  came  for  diagnosis  or  to  have  the 
appropriate  treatment  arranged  ; the  corresponding  numbers  for  1946  and  1945 
were  respectively,  1,908  and  1,475. 


Of  the  total  for  1947,  335  were  diagnosed  as  cases  of  definite  tuberculosis, 
1,494  were  considered  not  to  be  suffering  from  active  tuberculosis,  and  60  were 
kept  under  observation.  Of  the  60  cases  still  under  observation  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  13  were  found  to  be  tuberculous  and  47  to  be  non- tuberculous. 


Sources  of  New  Cases.  472  were  contacts  of  other  cases,  1,030  were  sent  by 
private  practitioners  or  from  the  General  Dispensary,  276  from  Municipal  Hospitals, 
School  Health  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Departments,  Mass  Radiography 
Unit,  etc.,  and  111  were  sent  from  other  sources,  e.g.,  the  Ministry  of  Pensions, 
Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service,  Medical  Boards,  Army,  Navy,  and  Air 
Force  Services,  Voluntary  Hospitals,  etc. 


Examination  of  Contacts.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  new 
contacts  examined  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Tuberculosis  Department  during 
1947  and  previous  years  : —

Of  the  472  contacts  in  1947,  1 was  found  to  be  definitely  tuberculous  at  the 
first  examination  and  15  later  ; 140  were  considered  to  be  non-tuberculous  at  the 
first  examination  and  301  subsequently  ; the  other  15  were  among  those  under 
observation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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The  percentage  of  definite  cases  of  tuberculosis  found  on  routine  contact 
examinations  and,  subsequently,  in  a period  of  medical  supervision  extending  over 

one  year,  was  thus  3-4. 

It  is  all  the  more  unsatisfactory,  therefore,  that  the  number  of  new  contacts 
examined  was  small,  being  in  a proportion  of  approximately  one  contact  examined 
for  each  newly-notified  case.  Many  more  cases  of  previously  unsuspected  disease, 
and  at  a stage  favourable  to  treatment,  would  be  found  if  all  contacts  were 
examined,  but  such  examination  is  voluntary  and  many  contacts  declined  to 

attend. 

However,  the  figures  for  contact  examinations  have  steadily  improved  since 
1941-42,  when  the  low  numbers  reflected  the  unsettled  conditions  in  this  city 

during  the  mid-war  years. 


Apathy,  fear,  inability  to  spare  the  necessary  time,  are  among  the  reasons 
for  this  relative  failure  of  members  of  a family  to  attend  for  contact  examination, 
which,  as  previously,  is  freely  offered  to  all  in  the  household  where  a case  of 

tuberculosis  has  been  discovered. 

All  contacts  attending  are  examined  both  clinically  and  radiologically,  X-ray 
of  the  chest  being  the  most  certain  method  of  determining  the  presence  or  absence 
of  tuberculous  disease  in  those  who  have  been  exposed  to  the  risk  of  it. 

Of  the  new  cases  sent  by  practitioners,  30  were  diagnosed  definitely  befoie  they 
came  to  the  dispensaries,  and  1,000  were  sent  for  diagnosis.  Of  these,  129  were 
diagnosed  as  tuberculous,  839  as  non-tuberculous,  and  32  were  kept  under 

observation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  1947,  97  per  cent  of  new  cases  referred  by  general  practitioners  were  sent 
for  diagnosis,  as  compared  with  95  per  cent  in  1946,  and  an  average  of  less  than 
80  per  cent  in  the  years  before  the  war.  This,  again,  shows  that  the  diagnostic 
facilities  available  at  the  Dispensaries  are  being  more  frequently  used  by  practi- 
tioners, who  are  often  in  a position  to  detect  tuberculosis  in  its  early  stages  and  on 
whom  a Tuberculosis  Service  relies  first  and  foremost  in  its  task  of  case-finding  . 

1947  was  the  second  year  in  succession  in  which  more  than  1,000  new  cases 
were  sent  by  private  practitioners  to  the  Dispensaries  for  diagnosis  or  for  treatment. 
This  figure  has  more  than  doubled  itself  since  1941  and  is  25  per  cent  greater  than 
the  average  number  of  patients  referred  in  the  immediate  pre-war  years. 
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The  importance  of  close  co-operation  with  general  practitioners  cannot  be 
over-estimated  and  the  policy  of  this  Department  continues  to  be  directed  towards 
that  end. 


In  the  following  table  the  335  cases  diagnosed  as  tuberculous  at  the  end  of

Visits  by  Tuberculosis  Nurses.  The  Tuberculosis  Nurses  paid  11,974  visits 
to  the  homes  of  tuberculous  patients,  of  which  252  were  made  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1930. 


X-ray  Examinations.  During  1947,  3,171  X-ray  examinations  were  made  in 
connection  with  dispensary  work,  compared  with  3,156  in  1946  and  2,637  in  1945. 
Together  with  287  " screen  ” examinations,  this  makes  a total  of  3,458  cases  in 
which  radiology  was  used  either  for  diagnosis  or  as  a means  of  estimating  progress. 


In  1947  one  X-ray  examination  was  made  for  every  2-3  attendances,  a ratio 
which  has  increased  from  1 in  2-4  for  1945  and  1 in  2*7  for  1944,  and  has  exactly 
doubled  itself  since  1938.  The  ratio  is  unchanged  since  1946. 


Sputum  Examinations.  Of  2,475  specimens  of  sputum  sent  from  the 
Dispensaries  to  the  City  Laboratories  for  examination,  391  were  positive  and  2,084 
negative. 

The  ratio  of  sputum  examinations  to  attendances  at  the  Dispensaries  was 
1 in  3-2  for  1947,  and  has  decreased  slightly  since  1943-46  but  remains  higher  than 
the  ratio  for  1938,  which  was  1 test  for  every  5 attendances. 

This  invaluable  diagnostic  test  has  been  done,  hitherto,  by  microscopical 
examination  of  ordinary  “ smear  ” preparations.  Through  the  kind  services  of 
Mr.  Bagnall,  City  Bacteriologist,  we  have  had  access,  since  1945,  to  cultural 
methods  of  detecting  the  tubercle  bacillus  in  sputum,  which  will  undoubtedly 
increase  the  efficiency  of  this  particular  test  in  tuberculosis  work. 


The  number  of  specimens  of  sputum  examined  by  the  City  Bacteriologist 
during  the  year  was  3,697.  These  figures  include  specimens  sent  by  private 
practitioners  and  from  the  After-Care  Colony. 

Isolation  of  Infectious  Cases.  The  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  172, 
provides  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  infectious  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  who  cannot  be  isolated  properly  at  home.  No  legal  action  has  been 
necessary  under  this  section.

The  Public  Health  ( Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925.  No  action 
was  necessary  under  these  regulations,  which  empower  the  Authority  to  prohibit 
an  infectious  case  of  tuberculosis  from  engaging  in  the  milk  trade. 

Light  Treatment.  Tuberculous  patients  in  need  of  light  treatment  are  referred 
to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  ; 21  were  so  referred  during  1947,  580 
attendances  being  made.

Yorkshire  Childrens  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Kirby  moor  side.  Children  suffering 
from  tuberculous  bones  and  joints  are  admitted  to  this  hospital  for  treatment 
when  beds  become  available.

The  average  stay  of  patients  discharged  during  1947  was  545-3  days. 


After-Care  and  Provision  of  Extra  Nourishment.  In  1947,  25  new  applications 
for  assistance  were  made  to  the  After-Care  Committee,  most  of  which  were  foi  help 
towards  the  provision  of  extra  nourishment.  The  Committee  has  also  had  many 
calls  on  its  services  to  provide  bed  and  bedding  for  tuberculous  patients,  to  assist 
with  railway  fares  for  visiting  children  in  outside  Sanatoiia,  etc.,  and  in  divers 
other  ways.  This  Department  brings  to  the  notice  of  the  Committee  all  cases 
whose  circumstances  are  so  straitened  that  they  require  help  in  obtaining  extra 
nourishment,  bed  and  bedding,  surgical  appliances,  etc.  Due  to  a variety  of  causes, 
economical  and  social,  fewer  cases  have  required  this  Committee  s help  in  recent 
years  than  in  the  period  prior  to  the  last  war. 

Motor -watching.  This  enterprise  continued  to  progress  in  1947,  concurrently 
with  the  increased  amount  of  motor  traffic  and  part  relaxation  of  petrol  restrictions 
since  1944,  when  six  to  eight  men  were  employed. 

In  1947,  12  to  15  tuberculous  men  and  youths  were  permanently  employed  on 
car  or  cycle  parks  in  the  city,  and  the  number  is  steadily  increasing. 

Being  a valuable  rehabilitative  measure  for  the  employment  of  certain 
tuberculous  men  and  youths,  motor-watching  is  a pioject  that  deserves  the  full 
support  of  the  public  and  the  authorities. 
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After-Care  Colony.  The  Colony  at  Walkington  remained  full  during  most  ot 
the  year,  an  average  of  over  20  colonists  being  constantly  in  residence.  Once  again 
Hull  men  were  in  a great  minority,  but  London  County  Council  continued  to  send 
cases,  many  of  whom,  however,  were  men  unable  to  engage  usefully  in  out-of-doors 
work  but  who  required  physical  rest  in  country  surroundings. 

Scheme  of  Allowances  for  Tuberculous  Patients.  In  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Memorandum  266/T  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  dated  April,  1943, 
careful  and  sympathetic  consideration  was  given  to  147  applications  received 
during  the  year.  Of  these,  123  applicants  were  granted  allowances  amounting  to 
£1 ,112  6s.  3d.  (during  the  financial  year  1st  April,  1947,  to  31st  March,  1948). 
The  remaining  24  cases  were  considered  unsuitable  either  on  medical  grounds  or 
because  income  was  in  excess  of  the  scale  permitted  in  accordance  with  the 
Memorandum. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Senior  Tuberculosis  Officer,  the  operation  of  the  scheme 
for  the  granting  of  allowances  under  Memorandum  266/T,  has  materially  assisted 
in  the  treatment  and  rehabilitation  of  cases  suffering  from  tuberculosis  by  lessening 
the  patients’  financial  anxieties  whilst  undergoing  treatment,  and  by  helping  to 
bridge  the  gap  between  the  time  of  leaving  hospital  and  return  to  remunerative 
employment. 

Pneumothorax  Clinic.  The  work  of  this  Clinic,  which  was  commenced  in  May, 
1943,  in  order  to  relieve  pressure  of  work  at  the  Sanatorium,  continued  on  an 
increasing  scale  during  1947  ; 691  attendances  were  made  at  the  Clinic  held  at 
the  Anlaby  Road  Hospital  on  Thursday  mornings. 

The  Tuberculosis  Department  is  again  much  indebted  to  Dr.  D.  L.  Macrae 
Tod,  Medical  Officer  of  the  Anlaby  Road  Hospital,  for  facilitating  the  use  of 
accommodation,  X-ray  apparatus,  etc. 

In  September,  1947,  a return  visit  of  the  Leeds  Mass  Miniature  Radiography 
Unit  was  made  to  the  city,  its  services  having  been  made  available  for  one  month 
during  which  5,141  persons  (2,664  men  and  2,477  women)  submitted  themselves 
voluntarily  to  chest  X-ray  examination. 

The  response  on  the  part  of  the  general  public,  and  industrial  workers  and 
managements,  was  again  excellent. 

As  a result  of  the  Unit’s  work,  74  persons  were  subsequently  referred  by  the 
Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  Unit  to  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  for  further 
investigation  of  a chest  abnormality  found. 
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The  particulars  set  out  in  the  Table  below,  which  have  been  furnished  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Unit,  broadly  illustrate  the  types  of  abnormality  found, 
number  of  persons  affected,  etc.: —

In  the  following  month  (October)  the  Unit  transferred  to  the  East  Riding 
area,  setting  up  for  one  month  as  a Unit  at  Beverley  and  Brough.  During  the 
survey  there  carried  out  a number  ol  persons  domiciled  in  Hull  but  employed  in 
the  East  Riding,  were  X-rayed  by  the  Unit.  Of  these,  13  Were  subsequently 
referred  to  the  Tuberculosis  Department,  Hull,  for  further  investigation  of  a chest 
abnormality. 


In  all,  therefore,  as  a result  of  the  Unit  s work  for  two  months  in  the  Hull 
and  East  Riding  areas,  87  persons  domiciled  in  Hull  were  referred  to  the  two  Hull 
Dispensaries  for  examination.

The  pulmonary  tuberculosis  that  was  revealed  was  “ open  ” (sputum 
positive)  in  9 men  and  6 women  and  " closed  ” (sputum  negative)  in  5 men  and 

5 women.

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It  should  be  mentioned  that  of  the  25  persons  found  to  have  active  tuberculosis, 
4 were  already  known  and  were  under  current  supervision,  so  that,  in  fact,  only 
21  were  newly  discovered  active  cases.  Seven  (7)  of  them  were  admitted  to  the 
Sanatorium  as  soon  as  beds  became  available. 

2 others  who  needed  institutional  treatment  went  to  live  outside  the  city, 
their  respective  Tuberculosis  Authorities  being  notified  accordingly.

General  Survey.  Admissions  to  the  Sanatorium  have  been,  almost  without 
exception,  pulmonary  cases,  and  the  available  beds  have  been  fully  occupied. 
It  has  been  more  and  more  difficult  to  maintain  an  adequate  nursing  and  domestic 
staff  ; non-residents  now  exceed  in  number  the  resident  staff,  and  male  nursing 
orderlies  and  male  domestic  workers  have  been  engaged.  Owing  to  this  serious 
shortage  two  wards  of  88  beds  remained  closed  throughout  the  year. 


Artificial  pneumothorax  treatment  has  been  extensively  used,  and  this  has 
involved  increased  work  for  doctors,  nurses  and  the  radiographer.  1 he  services 
of  Mr.  P.  R.  Allison,  Ch.M.,  F.R.C.S.,  Consulting  Thoracic  Surgeon,  have  been 
available  throughout  the  year,  and  are  referred  to  below. 


Residential  Treatment.  As  shown  in  Table  XXVI,  70  patients  were  in  residence 
at  the  Sanatorium  at  the  beginning  of  1947  ; 89  were  admitted  during  the  year 
the  discharges  numbered  67  and  78  remained  under  treatment  on  the  31st 
December.  There  were  14  fatal  cases  during  the  year  compared  with  29  m 1946 

and  23  in  1945.

Sputum  Examinations.  Since  1941,  sputum  specimens  have  been  examined 
in  the  Laboratory  at  the  City  Hospital.

Comparing  the  total  attendances  for  1946  and  1947  those  of  men  show  a 
decrease  of  19*6  per  cent  and  of  women  a decrease  of  25  per  cent  whilst  there  has 
been  an  increase  of  109-6  per  cent  in  the  number  of  male  attendances  for  inter- 
mediate treatment,  and  a decrease  of  20  per  cent  in  the  attendances  at  the  medical 
sessions.  In  the  case  of  women  there  were  no  attendances  for  intermediate 
treatment,  and  a decrease  of  25  per  cent  in  the  attendances  at  the  medical  sessions. 
The  attendance  of  new  cases  in  men  shows  a decrease  of  22  3 pci  cent  and  in 
women  a decrease  of  25-3  per  cent. 
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15  medical  sessions  were  held  each  week  throughout  the  year.  Two  of  these 
are  special  sessions  intended  solely  for  women  and  children  who  are  sent  to  the 
Clinic  from  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres.  In  a few  cases,  where  women 
patients  have  expressed  the  desire  to  see  a woman  doctor,  they  also  have  been 
allowed  to  attend  during  these  special  sessions. 

844  persons  were  still  under  treatment  or  observation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  tracing  of  contacts  appears  to  be  progressing  satisfactorily.  In  addition, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  the  presence  of  an  almoner  social  worker  is  of  great  assistance 
to  the  patients  and  prevents  a good  deal  of  defaulting.  She  interviews  all  new 
female  patients  and  old  patients  can  and  do  bring  their  difficulties  to  her. 

Unfortunately  there  is  no  follow-up  scheme  in  respect  of  males,  but  the 
majority  of  the  men  are  very  anxious  to  persuade  their  sources  of  infection  to 
attend. 

Congenital  Syphilis.  18  new  cases  of  congenital  syphilis  came  under  treatment 
during  the  year.  Treatment  is  specially  important  in  these  cases  in  order  to  prevent 
the  blindness,  deafness,  or  insanity  which  may  ensue. 

Free  Supply  of  Arsenobenzene  Compounds.  In  1947  the  names  of  26  medical 
practitioners  were  on  the  list  to  receive  free  supplies  of  arsenobenzene  compounds  ; 
1 applied  for  supplies  during  the  year  and  10  doses  were  issued.  In  addition,  210 
doses  were  issued  for  use  in  the  Beverley  Road  Hospital,  1,200  in  the  Special 
Out-Patient  Department  of  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary,  and  64  in  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinic,  New  Cross  Street. 

Pathological  Examinations.  The  extent  to  which  medical  practitioners  availed 
themselves  of  the  facilities  provided  for  pathological  examinations,  carried  out  by 
the  Pathologist  (seepage  112),  is  shown  in  the  subjoined  statement,  which  also 
gives  particulars  of  specimens  sent  from  institutions  such  as  the  Hull  Royal 
Infirmary,  the  Victoria  Children’s  Hospital,  and  the  Anlaby  Road  and  the  Beverley 
Road  Hospitals,  and  from  the  Clinic.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  report  upon  the  work  of  the  School  Health 
Service  in  the  City  and  County  of  Kingston  upon  Hull  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1947. 

The  gradual  return  to  peace-time  conditions  has  enabled  the  inclusion  in  the 
report  of  information,  as  to  the  work  of  the  department,  of  a more  comprehensive 
character  than  was  possible  during  the  war  years.  Shortage  of  nursing  staff  and 
of  physiotherapists  has  remained  acute.  Our  work  for  physically  handicapped 
children  has  been  seriously  curtailed  through  our  inability  to  obtain  qualified  and 
experienced  physiotherapists  and  the  recent  outbreak  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis 
has  emphasised  the  urgency  of  the  need  for  additional  staff. 

The  standard  of  the  general  health  of  the  school  population  has  been  main- 
tained at  a high  level  throughout  the  year. 

Certain  infectious  diseases,  e.g.,  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles,  Rubella  and  Mumps 
showed  an  increased  prevalence  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  but, 
fortunately,  the  types  were  comparatively  mild. 


The  staff  of  the  School  Health  Service,  under  the  able  direction  of  Dr.  J. 
Morrison,  have  overcome  the  difficulties  consequent  upon  the  shoitages  and 
restrictions  of  the  post-war  period  with  commendable  success,  and  have  been 
untiring  in  their  efforts  to  improve  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  school-children. 


Preparations  are  well  in  hand  for  the  extension  of  the  School  Health  Service 
envisaged  in  the  Education  Act,  1944,  and,  given  additional  staff  and  accommo- 
dation, it  is  hoped  to  be  able  to  report  upon  the  measures  for  the  full  implementation 
of  the  Act  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

The  School  Dental  Service  under  Dr.  Martin  has  run  smoothly  throughout 
the  year  and  has  played  an  important  part  in  safeguarding  the  health  of  the 

children. 

The  Nursing  and  Clerical  Staffs  have  performed  their  duties  in  a highly 
satisfactory  manner,  and  to  them  and  to  all  who  have  contributed  to  the  successful 
results  recorded  in  the  report  my  thanks  are  due. 
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I would  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  interest 
taken  in,  and  of  the  assistance  readily  given  to,  the  School  Health  Service  by  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Welfare  Sub-Committee  of  the  Education 
Committee,  by  the  Director  of  Education  and  his  Staff,  and  by  the  Teachers  and 
the  Parents.

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INTRODUCTORY 

The  year  1947  was  marked  by  some  progress  towards  regaining  the  standard 
which  the  School  Health  Service  in  Kingston  upon  Hull  had  reached  before  the 
outbreak  of  war  in  1939.  Unfortunately  however,  for  a variety  of  reasons,  it  has 
not  been  possible  to  make  much  advance  in  the  way  of  the  provision  of  new 
services.  Among  the  more  important  new  developments  which  have  been  included 
in  the  estimate  provision  for  some  years  but  have  not  been  brought  to  fruition, 
are  the  following  activities  : 

(a)  A complete  Child  Guidance  service  including  the  provision  of  a fully 
staffed  clinic  and  of  a hostel  for  maladjusted  children  ; 

(b)  Speech  Therapy  service  ; 

(c)  Orthoptic  Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  squint.; 

(d)  Residential  School  for  educationally  subnormal  pupils. 

It  is  appropriate  to  mention  these  facts  in  this  report.  From  time  to  time  it 
is  obvious  that  sections  of  the  public  assume  that  the  non-existence  of  facilities  is 
due  either  to  the  failure  of  the  staff  of  the  School  Health  Service  to  keep  abreast 
of  modern  developments  or  to  the  failure  of  the  Education  Authority  to  give  their 
approval  to  the  provision  of  modern  facilities.  The  difficulties  in  Kingston  upon 
Hull  are  explained  mainly  by  the  inability  to  attract  the  highly  trained  staff 
required  or  by  the  difficulties  in  obtaining  suitable  accommodation  in  a heavily 
bombed  city. 

I.— STAFF 

1,  Details  of  the  staff  employed  in  the  School  Health  Service  on  the  31st 
December,  1947,  are  printed  on  page  160.  The  number  of  Medical  Officers  shown 
does  not  indicate  the  number  employed  throughout  1947,  because  one  Medical 
Officer  resigned  just  before  the  end  of  the  year.  Several  of  the  Medical  Officers 
are  employed  only  for  a part  of  their  time  in  the  School  Health  Service.  The 
number  of  sessions  given  by  Medical  Officers  during  most  of  the  year  was  equivalent 
to  the  services  of  approximately  5 1 whole-time  Officers.  The  Dental  Staff  devote 
an  appreciable  portion  of  their  time  to  patients  who  are  not  pupils  in  attendance 

at  schools. 

The  position  as  regards  school  nurses  is  not  satisfactory.  A Superintendent 
School  Nurse  was  appointed  but  no  satisfactory  applications  were  received  to  fill 
vacancies  on  the  staff,  even  though  the  condition  that  applicants  should  possess 
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qualifications  as  a Health  Visitor  was  waived.  One  additional  Physiotherapist 
was  appointed,  but,  owing  to  the  illness  of  the  second  Physiotherapist,  the  service 
had  to  carry  on  as  best  it  could  with  one,  instead  of  the  five  who  were  employed 
before  the  war.  This  represents  quite  a serious  situation. 

No  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  appointing  a psychotherapist,  a 
psychologist,  a psychiatric  social  worker,  a speech  therapist  or  an  orthoptist. 
On  the  other  hand  the  Service  was  successful  in  appointing  a Paediatric  Specialist, 
which  is  a definite  gain  in  efficiency. 

The  outlook  for  1948  is  somewhat  obscure  The  coming  into  force  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  will  certainly  affect  some  of  the  work  of  the  School 
Health  Service. 


II.— CO-ORDINATION 

2.  The  scheme  providing  for  the  interavailability  of  clinic  services  between 
the  various  sections  of  the  Public  Health  Department  has  operated  successfully 
throughout  the  year.  The  staff  of  the  School  Health  Service  has  undertaken  a 
large  amount  of  work  in  respect  of  sections  of  the  population  other  than  pupils  in 
attendance  at  school.  Reference  to  this  work  is  made  in  various  tables  in  this 
report.

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III.— SCHOOL  HYGIENE 

3.  Many  of  the  schools  in  the  city  leave  much  to  be  desired  from  the  hygiene 
aspect.  Much  of  this  is  due  to  the  effects  of  bomb  damage,  and  to  the  difficulties 
of  carrying  out  the  extensive  repairs  and  improvements  which  are  necessary. 


IV. — MEDICAL  INSPECTION 

4.  Figures  relating  to  inspection  are  to  be  found  in  the  Statistical  Tables  at 
the  end  of  this  report.  The  figures  show  a large  increase  (4,677)  in  the  pupils 
submitted  to  periodic  inspections  and  also  in  the  number  of  other  inspections 
(3,206).  The  increases  are  largely  related  to  the  increased  number  of  Medical 
Officers  available. 


V.— FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION 

5.  Figures  relating  to  various  defects  are  printed  in  the  Statistical  lables 
(Ic,  IIa  and  IIb).  Most  of  the  “ Special  Inspections  ” shown  in  Table  II  refer  to 
children  attending  clinics. 


6.  In  regard  to  Table  IIb  which  refers  to  “ General  Condition  ",  for  several 
years  prior  to  1947,  statistics  were  given  relating  to  Nutrition  and  a direct 
comparison  cannot  be  made  because  whereas  in  1947  “ General  Condition  " was 
assessed  in  three  categories — Good,"  ‘ Fair  and  Poor  -in  previous  years 
the  assessment  of  “ Nutrition  " was  made  in  four  categories  Excellent, 

“ Normal,"  " Slightly  Subnormal  " and  “ Bad  ".  Unfortunately,  of  course,  the 
assessment  of  “ General  Condition  is  not  a scientific  one,  and  the  numbers  of 


children  placed  in  each  of  the  three  categories  may  vary  with  the  Medical  Officers 
concerned  in  the  examination  of  individual  pupils.  It  is,  peihaps,  safe  to  state 
that  the  figures  for  Kingston  upon  Hull  correspond  closely  with  estimates  for  the 

country  as  a whole. 


Uncleanliness 

7.  Cleanliness  inspections  are  undertaken  in  accordance  with  a scheme  which 
embodies  the  requirements  of  the  Education  Act,  1944.  Statistics  relating  to  the 
inspections  are  shown  m Table  V and  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  46, OSS  more 
inspections  took  place  than  in  1946. 


The  number  of  individual  children  found  to  be  unclean  in  1947  was  7,030,  as 
compared  with  4,278  in  1946.  The  1947  figures  probably  present  the  more  reliable 
view  of  the  position,  and  the  increase  over  1946  is  due  largely  to  the  increased 
efficiency  of  the  inspections.  To  some  extent  the  increase  may  also  represent, 
unfortunately,  the  difficulties  in  taking  really  effective  measures  in  the  more 

serious  cases.

9.  The  findings  at  periodic  dental  inspections  are  shown  in  Table  IV  and  are 
referred  to  by  the  Senior  Dental  Officer  in  Section  VII  of  this  report. 


VI.—FOLLOWING-UP 

10.  The  appointment  of  a Superintendent  School  Nurse  represented  a distinct 
advance  in  efficiency.  Unfortunately,  the  shortage  of  nurses  has  affected  the 
School  Health  Service  to  an  appreciable  extent  and  the  position  is  likely  to  become 
worse  in  1948  owing  to  the  greatly  increased  demands  on  school  nurses,  due  to  such 
developments  as  the  introduction  of  the  national  Medical  Inspection  Record, 
which  calls  for  a considerable  amount  of  work  by  school  nurses  prior  to  the 
examination  of  pupils  in  school  by  the  Medical  Officer. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  to  homes  by  school  nurses  in  connection  with 
defects  found  at  medical  inspection  or  in  connection  with  the  Cleanliness  Scheme 

was  12,317. 


VII. — ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  TREATMENT 

11.  Various  tables  relating  to  Clinic  Services  are  printed  in  this  report. 

12.  The  position  as  regards  clinic  premises  cannot  be  described  as  satisfactory. 
Two  of  the  principal  clinics  are  converted  residences  which  are  not  suitable  for 
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modern  requirements  in  the  way  of  provision  of  treatment.  No  steps  to  replace 
them  have  been  taken.  The  position  is  complicated  by  uncertainty  in  relation  to 
developments  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  Efforts  to  find  premises 
suitable  for  use  for  special  clinics,  such  as  child  guidance  work,  X-ray  treatment, 
speech  therapy  and  orthoptics,  have  not  met  with  success.  As  we  were  unable  to 
obtain  staff  for  such  activities,  the  matter  did  not  reach  a head  during  1947,  but, 
as  time  passes,  the  chances  of  obtaining  staff  will  improve  and  the  question  of 
providing  accommodation  will  become  acute. 

13.  One  new  clinic  (Paediatric)  was  established  during  the  year  in  the  pro- 
fessional charge  of  a consultant  in  Diseases  of  Children.  This  clinic  has  proved  of 
great  value.

(a)  Minor  Ailments 

14.  The  most  interesting  feature  is  concerned  with  the  treatment  of  ringworm 
of  the  scalp  by  X-rays. 

The  apparatus  previously  used  by  the  School  Health  Service  became 
unserviceable  during  the  war.  A new  apparatus  was  delivered  at  the  end  of  1947 
but  had  not  been  put  into  use  owing  to  difficulties  relating  to  its  installation  in 
existing  clinic  premises.  The  local  hospitals  do  not  undertake  X-ray  treatment 
of  ringworm. 

(b)  Visual  Defects 

15.  The  Committee  utilise  the  services  of  a whole-time  Ophthalmic  Specialist, 
and,  as  a result  of  his  recommendations,  much  in  the  way  of  modern  apparatus  was 
installed  in  the  ophthalmic  clinics  during  1947.  Several  efforts  to  obtain  an 
orthoptist  failed  and,  therefore,  it  was  not  possible  to  proceed  with  the  establish- 
ment of  an  Orthoptic  Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  squint.  There  is  a considerable 
demand  for  this  form  of  treatment  in  the  city,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  its 
provision  will  not  be  long  delayed. 

The  Ophthalmic  Clinics  deal  with  children  under  five  years  and  also  with 
Social  Welfare  cases  of  all  ages.

17.  Under  the  scheme  for  provision  of  spectacles,  contract  spectacles  are 
provided  and  repairs  undertaken  free  of  cost  to  parents.  The  scheme  does  not 
provide  for  any  grant  equal  to  the  cost  of  contract  spectacles  to  parents  who  elect 
to  provide  spectacles  other  than  contract  type.  Under  the  scheme— 

1.  1,500  pairs  of  spectacles  were  supplied  on  new  prescriptions  issued  at  our 

ophthalmic  clinics. 

2.  62  pairs  of  spectacles  were  supplied  on  renewal  of  previous  prescriptions. 

3.  4 pairs  of  spectacles  were  supplied  on  a prescription  issued  elsewhere  than 

at  a school  clinic. 

4.  211  minor  repairs  were  undertaken. 

5 artificial  eyes  were  prescribed  and  supplied. 

18.  The  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  carried  out  30  operations  in  Municipal  Hospitals. 
The  great  majority  of  these  were  for  squint. 
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(c)  Nose,  Throat  and  Ear  Defects

20.  Operations  for  tonsils  and  adenoids  are  undertaken  at  voluntary 
hospitals  to  which  cases  are  directly  referred  from  Specialist  Clinics.  Until  the 
introduction  of  the  Hospital  Scheme  under  Section  48  (3)  of  the  Education  Act, 
1944,  these  operations  had  been  undertaken  without  any  charge  to  the  Education 

Authority. 

21.  During  the  year  a Pure  Tone  Audiometer  for  the  assessment  of  hearing 
defects  was  obtained  and  much  work  was  done  as  a necessary  preliminary  to  the 
provision  of  individual  hearing  aids  when  these  become  generally  available. 

(d)  Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects 

22.  The  report  regarding  this  work  could  scarcely  be  more  depressing. 
For  many  years  previous  to  1939  three  physiotherapists  were  employed  at  clinics 
in  connection  with  this  work.  During  1947  the  one  available  physiotherapist  was 
off  duty  owing  to  illness  for  most  of  the  year  and  the  result  was  that  piactically 
no  treatment  could  be  given.  Numerous  attempts  to  appoint  staff  mei  with  no 
success. 

The  Clinics  conducted  by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeons  were  held  as  usual.  The 
tables  given  below  show  the  amount  of  work  done.

During  the  year  ambulant  apparatus  was  supplied  to  40  schoolchildren 
attending  the  various  Orthopaedic  Clinics. 

(e)  Heart  Disease  and  Rheumatism 

23.  This  Special  Clinic  continued  to  do  excellent  work.  It  is  pleasing  to 
record  the  fact  that  this  clinic  was  one  of  the  first  in  the  country  to  make  use  of 
the  new  operative  treatment  for  certain  cases  of  congenital  heart  defect.  Quite  a 
number  of  cases  were  sent  to  London  and  Leeds  for  operation  by  surgeons  who 
specialise  in  this  new  procedure.

(/)  Tuberculosis 

24.  Owing  to  the  shortage  of  staff  at  the  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium, 
Cottingham,  very  few  children  are  now  admitted  and  the  teaching  facilities  provided 
for  many  years  have  had  to  be  discontinued.  This  cannot  be  regarded  as  a satis- 
factory state  of  affairs,  but  it  is  not  within  the  control  of  the  School  Health  Service. 

(g)  Treatment  by  Artificial  Light 

25.  The  actual  treatment  of  school  children  is  undertaken  by  M.  & C.W.  staff 
at  their  own  clinics.  79  children  received  treatment  during  the  year. 

(h)  Paediatric  Clinic 

26.  This  clinic  was  established  during  the  year.  The  number  of  attendances 
at  the  clinic  between  September,  1947,  and  the  end  of  the  year  was  52  and  the  type 
of  case  covered  a wide  range  of  diseases  of  children. 

(i)  Dental  Treatment 

27.  REPORT  OF  SENIOR  DENTAL  OFFICER 

1 . Staff 

During  1947  the  staff  consisted  of  the  Senior  Dental  Officer,  five  Assistant 
Dental  Officers  for  2|  months,  six  Assistant  Dental  Officers  for  9|  months,  and 
seven  Dental  Attendants. 

Two  Dental  Officers  resigned  their  appointments  during  the  year.  In  one 
case  the  vacancy  was  filled  after  an  interval  of  2-^  months.  In  the  other  case  the 
Dental  Officer  left  on  the  31st  December  and  efforts  to  secure  a successor  have  not 

been  successful. 

2.  Equipment 

The  position  as  regards  the  supply  of  new  dental  equipment  has  now  eased 
sufficiently  for  certain  major  items  of  obsolete  equipment  to  be  replaced. 
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The  improvements  in  surgery  lighting  referred  to  in  the  1946  report  have  now 
been  completed  in  four  surgeries. 

3.  Administrative 

The  arrangements  for  periodic  inspections  and  treatment  on  a twelve  monthly 
basis  continue  for  pupils  attending  maintained  primary  and  secondary  schools, 
two  assisted  secondary  schools  (St.  Mary’s  R.C.  and  Marist  College),  one  direct 
grant  secondary  school  (Hymers  College),  the  Cottage  Pasture  Camp  School,  Etton, 
and  the  various  special  schools,  with  the  exception  of  Cottingham  Road  School 
(Open-Air  School)  where  inspections  are  carried  out  at  approximately  six-monthly 

intervals. 

Inspection  and  treatment  commitments  have  been  considerably  increased  by 
the  raising  of  the  school-leaving  age. 

Dental  treatment,  including  fillings,  is  offered  on  the  school  premises  to  pupils 
attending  Cottingham  Road  School  (Open-Air),  Park  Avenue  School  (Physically 
Handicapped),  and  the  School  for  the  Deaf,  Sutton.  To  date  the  results  have  been 
encouraging.  Treatment  can  be  given  at  these  schools  with  the  minimum  of 
inconvenience  to  child,  parents  and  teachers. 

Special  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  inspection  and  treatment  of 
children  committed  to  the  care  of  the  Local  Authority. 


The  acceptance  of  clinic  treatment  has  been  disappointingly  low  in  some 
schools.  It  is  believed  that  this  is  due  in  part  to  transport  difficulties.  Considera- 
tion is,  therefore,  being  given  to  the  question  of  establishing,  as  an  experimental 
measure,  part-time  clinics  in  the  medical  rooms  of  certain  selected  schools. 

Since  the  1st  July,  1947,  parents  have  been  invited  to  attend  the  initial  dental 
inspection  in  school.  This  affords  an  opportunity  for  giving  advice  on  dental 
questions.  Approximately  70  per  cent,  of  parents  invited  have  attended. 

Follow-up  visits  to  homes  were  paid  by  dental  attendants  or  by  school  nurses 
in  cases  where  there  had  been  dental  neglect,  failure  to  continue  treatment,  etc., 
and,  as  a result,  66  per  cent,  of  the  children  in  question  received  treatment  in 

school  clinics. 

Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  question  of  Dental  Health  Propaganda. 
Suitable  posters  obtained  from  the  Dental  Board  of  the  United  Kingdom  have 
been  distributed  to  schools.  The  question  of  the  showing  of  dental  films  is  under 

review. 


N 
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Arrangements  continue  under  the  interavailability  scheme  for  the  inspection 
and  treatment  of  M.  & C.W.,  Social  Welfare  and  tuberculous  patients.  A disturbing 
feature  is  the  large  number  of  M.  & C.W.  patients  who  either  fail  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  dental  treatment  offered,  or  who  fail  to  continue  treatment. 

4.  Professional 

The  acceptance  of  treatment  rate  is  now  58  per  cent.,  which  corresponds  with 
the  1938  rate.  The  number  of  children  treated  has  increased  bv  10  percent,  since 

1946.  7 ^ 

The  number  of  fillings  in  permanent  teeth  shows  an  increase  of  5,128  over  the 
1946  figure,  while  the  number  of  extractions  of  permanent  teeth  has  increased  by 
only  200. 

The  ratio  of  permanent  teeth  filled  to  permanent  teeth  extracted  is  now 
6 to  1 as  against  4 to  1 in  1946. 

Treatment  per  100  children  in  1947  was  89  fillings,  13  permanent  teeth 
extracted,  100  temporary  teeth  extracted,  35  other  operations. 

Other  operations  included  : 

1,169  dressings  in  permanent  teeth  prior  to  filling. 

574  dressings  in  temporary  teeth — mainly  silver  nitrate  treatments. 

129  root  treatments. 

2,286  scalings  and  cleanings. 

129  children  were  referred  for  X-ray  examination  of  teeth. 

367  children  received  orthodontic  treatment.  The  majority  were  treated  by 
extraction.  (The  figure  of  2,138  extractions  of  permanent  teeth  includes  238 
extracted  to  correct  irregularities.)  52  children  were  supplied  with  simple  appliances. 
This  number  is  a very  small  proportion  of  the  children  who  require  orthodontic 
treatment. 

Many  of  these  require  orthodontic  appliances  of  a more  elaborate  nature  than 
can  be  provided  without  a dental  laboratory. 

The  number  of  parents  who  seek  advice  regarding  dental  irregularities  in  their 
children’s  teeth  is  increasing. 

Regarding  orthodontic  appliances  and  dentures,  the  question  of  a laboratory 
service  has  been  under  review.  This  matter  is  now  all  the  more  pressing  because 
it  has  been  adopted  as  a matter  of  policy  that  the  dental  staff  of  the  School  Health 
Service  will  be  responsible  for  the  provision  of  dentures  for  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers,  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act.

28.  A Dental  Officer  visited  the  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium  on  12  occasions 
during  the  year.  The  work  done  included  64  extractions,  51  fillings  and  25  other 

operations. 

(j)  Hospital  Treatment  (Education  Act,  1944) 

29.  The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  free  medical  treatment  under  Section 
48  (3)  of  the  Education  Act  came  into  force  on  1st  April,  1947.  Financial  liability 
on  a retrospective  basis  before  that  date  was  still  the  subject  of  negotiation  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

The  local  scheme  adheres  closely  to  the  general  principles  adopted  in  many 
clinics  throughout  the  country.  Treatment  in  voluntary  and  in  municipal  hospitals 
is  accepted  within  the  framework.  On  the  whole  the  scheme  has  worked  very  well 
indeed  and  a sincere  tribute  is  due,  for  their  co-operation,  to  the  officials  of  the 
various  hospitals  concerned,  both  local  and  outside  the  city.  The  information 
provided  by  the  hospitals  as  regards  diagnosis  and  treatment  has  proved  of  great 
value  to  the  School  Health  Service  and  it  will  be  a matter  for  regret  if  the  exchange 
of  information  ceases  when  the  Education  Act  Scheme  terminates  on  the  coming 
into  force  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  Scheme  in  July,  1948. 
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The  figures  given  below  relate  to  both  Out-Patient  and  In-Patient  treatment.

Tonsils  and  Adenoid  cases,  and  cases  attending  Fracture  Clinics,  are  responsible 
for  the  large  figures  under  “ Nose  and  Throat  ” and  “ Orthopaedic  ” headings 
respectively. 

The  longest  period  of  hospitalisation  was  228  days  (subluxation  left  hip, 
megacolon  and  strabismus),  though  this  figure  would  probably  be  exceeded  by 
another  case  (rheumatism)  which  had  225  days  of  hospitalisation  up  to  31st 
December,  and  was  still  in  hospital  on  the  1st  January,  1948.  Separate  information 
is  not  always  given  when  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  send  cases  to  the  Hornsea  and 
Withernsea  Convalescent  Homes,  but  from  figures  available  it  can  be  ascertained 
that  18  children  spent  a total  of  323  days  at  the  Convalescent  Homes.  This  works 
out  at  an  average  stay  of  18  days  per  child. 
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(B)  Cases  Treated  at  Hospitals  outside  Kingston  upon  Hull , and  which  are  eligible 

for  acceptance  under  the  Scheme 

The  hospitals  mainly  concerned  are  located  in  Leeds.  Most  of  the  cases  were 
sent  to  hospitals  outside  the  city  for  specialist  treatment  not  available  in  Kingston 
upon  Hull.  Up  to  the  end  of  1947  forms  had  been  submitted  in  respect  of  18  cases, 
but  it  is  probable  that  this  number  was  not  complete. 

(C)  Cases  Treated  at  Local  Hospitals  but  not  eligible  under  the  Scheme 

The  total  number  falling  within  this  category  was  62  (32  in-patients  and  30 
out-patients)  of  whom  11  were  rejected  because  vouchers  had  been  submitted  under 
the  Voluntary  Hospitals  Contributory  Scheme.  The  remainder  were  rejected 
because  they  did  not  fulfil  the  various  conditions  laid  down  by  the  Scheme,  e.g ., 
not  attending  schools  maintained  by  the  Local  Education  Authority  ; suffering 
from  complaints  such  as  Tuberculosis  and  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  for  which 
financial  liability  cannot  be  accepted  by  the  Local  Education  Authority.

The  epidemic  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  which  affected  the  whole  of  the  country 
assumed  moderate  proportions  in  the  city.  The  total  number  of  confirmed  cases 
among  school-children  was  21,  which  was  a much  smaller  figure  than  in  the  previous 
serious  epidemic  in  1928. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation 

31.  The  facilities  provided  for  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  continued 
to  be  used  to  a certain  extent,  although  the  proportion  of  the  school  population 
immunised  is  still  much  below  100  per  cent. 
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The  table  below  relates  to  school-children  only,  but  it  must  not  be  forgotten 
that  considerable  numbers  of  children  under  five  years  of  age  are  immunised.

XX.— MORTALITY  AMONG  SCHOOL-CHILDREN 

32.  The  table  presented  below  shows  the  causes  of  death  in  children,  who, 
at  the  date  of  death,  were  eligible  to  attend  school.  As  in  1947  the  school-leaving 
age  was  increased  to  15  years,  the  table  includes  children  who  would  have  been 
eligible  to  leave  school  at  14+  years  of  age  as  well  as  those  who,  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  year,  would  have  been  eligible  to  leave  school  at  15+  years.  Comparisons 
with  previous  years  are,  for  this  reason,  not  valid.

(a)  Ascertainment 

33.  With  the  return  of  the  number  of  Medical  Officers  to  more  normal 
standards  the  work  of  ascertainment  could  be  performed  in  a much  more  satis- 
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factory  manner.  This  was  also  facilitated  by  the  fact  that  the  number  of  Medical 
Officers  approved  for  the  purpose  of  ascertainment  of  educationally  subnormal 
pupils  was  increased. 

For  the  first  time  for  many  years  the  official  statistical  tables  at  the  end  of  this 
report  do  not  include  one  relating  to  handicapped  pupils  ‘ such  a table,  for  some 
reason,  is  not  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Education. 

The  statistics  relating  to  examinations  of  children  as  to  the  state  of  intelligence 
are  of  some  interest  and  are  given  below.

School  for  the  Deaf  ( Sutton ) 

35.  This  school,  which  is  non-residential,  caters  for  a few  children  from  the 
East  Riding  area  as  well  as  for  Kingston  upon  Hull  cases.  The  children  include  a 
small  group  who  are  classified  as  “ partially  deaf  ” as  well  as  the  group  classified 
as  “ deaf 

The  school  was  somewhat  handicapped  throughout  the  greater  part  of  the 
year  by  the  fact  that  only  three  teachers  were  available.  This  is  due  to  a national 
shortage  in  the  numbers  of  teachers  of  the  deaf.  The  children  in  the  school,  except 
a few  who  were  not  suitable  for  testing,  have  been  subjected  to  examination  by 
the  pure-tone  audiometer.  It  is  probable  that  the  provision  of  individual  hearing 
aids  in  the  not  far  distant  future  will  help  a few  of  the  children  very  greatly.

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Northumberland  Avenue  School  for  Educationally  Subnormal  Pupils 

36.  This  is  a lion-residential  school  located  in  part  of  the  premises  of  a far 
from  modern  primary  school.  The  geographical  location  as  the  one  special  school 
for  the  educationally  subnormal  group  is  not  satisfactory  and  the  accommodation 
leaves  much  to  be  desired.  There  are  a large  number  of  cases  classified  as  requiring 
special  educational  treatment  in  a Special  Da}f  School  for  whom  vacancies  cannot 
be  found.  The  situation  as  regards  educationally  subnormal  pupils  who  require 
residential  school  treatment  is  very  unsatisfactory,  due  to  the  great  shortage  of 
such  schools  in  the  country  as  a whole.  The  matter  of  the  Local  Authority 
providing  such  a school  has  received  a good  deal  of  attention  throughout  the  last 
two  years,  but  no  real  progress  has  been  made. 


Park  Avenue  School  for  Physically  Handicapped  Pupils 

37.  The  position  at  this  school  remains  as  in  1946  in  respect  that  part  of  it 
is  used  by  pupils  of  the  College  of  Art  and  Crafts.  The  arrangement  has  dis- 
advantages from  the  Special  School  aspect.  The  position  as  regards  treatment 
has  been  improved  by  the  appointment  of  a physiotherapist.  It  is  now  possible 
to  give  11  sessions  of  treatment  weekly,  but  this  compares  with  36  before  the  war.

Cottingham  Road  ( Open  Air)  School 

38.  The  school  continues  to  do  excellent  work,  although  it  remains  handi- 
capped by  the  inability  to  proceed  with  the  scheme  to  provide  glass  screens  for  the 
classrooms,  which  are  of  the  " bandstand  ” type,  and  not  altogether  suitable  for 
winter  use  in  the  Yorkshire  climate.

39.  The  two  classes  remained  in  operation  during  the  year  and  continued  to 
do  excellent  work. 


Special  Schools  outside  the  City 

40.  A certain  number  of  handicapped  pupils — epileptic,  physically  handi- 
capped, blind,  educationally  subnormal  and  delicate,  have  been  accommodated 
during  the  year  in  residential  schools  outside  the  city.  A few  blind  cases  are  in 
attendance  at  full-time  courses  of  further  education. 


XI.— NURSERY  SCHOOLS  AND  CLASSES 

41.  The  provision  in  the  city  consists  of  one  nursery  school  and  13  nursery 
classes  (at  nine  schools)  with  accommodation  for  80  and  390  children  respectively, 
which  was  used  to  the  full  during  the  year. 


XIL— PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

42.  The  report  of  the  Inspectors  of  Physical  Training  is  printed  below. 

In  submitting  the  report  for  the  year  1947  the  Committee’s  Inspectors  of 
Physical  Training,  Miss  E.  F.  S.  Macpherson  and  Mr.  A.  W.  Eves,  wish  to  point 
out  that,  of  necessity,  it  must  be  some  considerable  time  before  it  will  be  possible 
to  regain  the  standard  in  Physical  Training  which  existed  before  the  war  years. 

Shortage  of  staff  and  equipment  and  lack  of  playground  space  and  indoor 
facilities  seriously  handicap  head  teachers  and  teachers,  who  are  anxious  to  carry 
out  a systematic  physical  education  programme. 

Nevertheless  some  improvement  in  the  standard  of  work  can  be  reported. 
The  schools  with  the  better  facilities  are  quickly  regaining  their  pre-war  standards, 
and  in  many  of  the  schools  with  the  old  type  of  buildings,  individual  teachers,  by 
improvisation  and  determination,  have  overcome  their  difficulties  and  achieved  a 
good  standard  of  work. 
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Classes  for  Teachers 

^ine  teachers  courses  and  two  demonstration  courses  have  been  arranged 
during  the  year.  These  courses  and  demonstrations  have  been  well  attended  by 
both  men  and  women  teachers  and  especially  by  those  men  teachers  who  have 
recently  returned  from  war  service. 

Organised  Games 

Full  use  was  made  of  the  Committee’s  playing  fields  during  the  summer 
months  when  the  majority  of  children  attended  for  one  period  each  week,  but 
during  the  winter  months  some  limitation  is  imposed  by  difficulties  of  securing 
proper  footwear. 

With  improvements  in  the  maintenance  of  the  playing  fields,  reinstatement  of 
areas  lost  through  various  uses  during  the  war,  and  the  supply  of  more  games 
material,  increased  opportunities  for  training  for  organised  games  may  be  expected. 

Special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  good  work  being  done  by  the  various 
Schools  Sports  Associations  now  fully  active  again.  Inter-School  championships 
were  organised  in  netball,  rounders,  association  football,  swimming,  athletics, 
rugby  football  and  cricket  during  1947. 

The  Hull  Schools  Athletic  Association  was  responsible  for  the  highly  successful 
organisation  of  the  English  Inter-County  Athletic  Championships  held  on  the 
Cricket  Circle  in  Hull  on  Saturday,  the  19th  July,  1947. 

Swimming 

The  standard  of  swimming  instruction  and  the  results  obtained  during  the 
year  were  very  satisfactory. 

Three  part-time  swimming  instructors  were  available  to  assist  teachers.

The  Committee’s  Inspectors  of  Physical  Training  emphasise  the  need  for  all 
concerned  in  the  care  and  training  of  children  of  every  age  to  give  constant 
attention  to  the  carriage  and  good  posture  of  children  at  all  times,  and  so  help  to 
counteract  the  many  minor  postural  defects  which  are  prevalent  among  school 
children  during  the  present  transitional  stage. 
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XIII. — -PROVISION  OF  MEALS 

43.  Progress  was  made  with  the  provision  of  kitchens  and  dining  halls  for 
individual  schools,  but  a large  number  of  meals  are  still  prepared  at  centres  from 
which  they  are  transported  to  the  schools.
